' QEB DELAYS UNAVOIDABLE,

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec, 5.-—Gen, Me- 
Dowell. Superintendent of the Chicago Cus- 
tom-Houge building, hag nearly completed his 
mission here, The result of the inquiries that 
have been made is that Secretary Sherman is 
convinced that the delays have been unavoid- 
able.

HIS APPOINTMENT TO THE BENCH.

WasuincTon, D. C., Dec. 5.—Secretary Me- 
Crary’s confirmation was not postponed at the 
extra session because he was personally objec- 
tionable to the Democrats, but because he had 
been appointed to the Circuit Judgeship on the 
resignation of the incumbent in September, and, 
as the incumbent might have declined to resign, 
his confirmation would have given two Judges. 
He will be confirmed this week, without doubt, 
and then ex-Senator Ramsay will be appointed 
Secretary of War. However, there are a few 
Democratic Senators who oppose his confirma- 
tion on political grounds, One of them said 
to-day that the Democrats cannot con- 
sistently vote to place upon the Fed- 
eral Bench a man who holds the views 
of the Administration with respect to what 
he called a use of troops at the polls and Fed- 
eral interference with elections. The few Dem- 
ocratie Senators who have these opinions say 
that, while MeOrary is an excellent lawyer and 
an upright and honorable man, and while 
they do not expect the President to nominate 
Democrats, still he should select Republicans 
who have had less active cornection with 
politics than McCrary has. MeCrarv, they say, 
is nominated for a life office, and may be called 
upon to et in judgment upon constitutional 
questions relating to the issues whieh are now 
pending between the two political parties; that 
for that reason be ought not to receive the 
‘appointment. There are a few Democratic 
Senators who are now considering the propriety 
of opposing his confirmation, but the Judiciary 
Committee will mcet next week and Mr. Mc- 
Crary’s confirmation is probable. 


BANK RESERVES. 
A MEASURE TO KEEP THEM IN GOLD AND 
SILVER. 
Apecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 5.—The House 
Committee on Banking and Currency to-day 
authorized the reporting of a bill the purpose 
of which is to keep the National-bank reserves 
in gold and silver coin. The bill requires banks 
in the redemption cities to keep as one-half of 
their lawful reserves standard gold or silver 
coin. Mr. Buckner, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee, is reported to have said that the main ob- 
ject of the bill is “to effeet a distribution 
throughout the country of a considerable por- 
tion of the coin that has accumulated in 
the United States Treasury, and, incidentally, to 
release a corresponding amount of the legal- 
tender notes now kept by the banks as part of 
their reserves. The friends of the silver dollar 
consider that this bu will be of great service in 
putting the dollars to use. Possibly the friends 
of the Dill and the silver dollar may discover 
some points that have not been covered by the 
bill in the following criticism, which comes from 
an Eastern single-standard authority. 

THIS AUTHORITY SAYS; 

“That it would mot necessarily have the ef- 
fect to bring out the silyer dollars is well known 
by every one who is at all acquainted with 
National-Qank statistics. The amount of cash 
reserve required by law to be held by the Na- 
tional Banks of the United States, Oct. 1, 1879, 


$46,590,u62. The amount of specie actually on 
hand in the banks at that date was $42,173,732. 
So that if the Buckner bill had been 
a law at that time, and actually in force, 
the banks would bave been required to increase 
their specie only $4,716,330. The ineregse of 
specie reserve in the New York bauks alone 
tines October has been many times that sum. 
The reserve which the New York banks were 
required to hold at that time was $51,405,068, 
and one-half of it is $25,704,084. They had on 
hand at that time $19,349,868, or only $6,354,166 
less than this bill would require. The 
amount of cash required to be held 
by the other reserve cities Oct. 1 was 
$26,952,810, and one-half of it is $18,476,405. 
The amount of specie actually held by them at 
that time was $11,348,903, or within $2,127,502 
of the amount they would be required to hold 
under the Buckner bill. The country banks

SENATOR BAYARD 
ON HIS RESOLUTION TO + DIVEST TREASURY- 
NOTES OF THEIR LEGAL-TENDER QUALITY. 
Dispatch te Oincinnati Enquirer. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Dec. 4—Senator Bay- 
ard’s joint resoigtion to make the United 
States Treasury notes receivable for all dues 
‘to the United States, excepting duties on 
imports, and to teke away from them 
their legal-tender qualities, is attracting 
a good deal of attention. It is re- 
garded with much favor by many Democratic 
Senators and members who have not agreed 
with Senator Bayard heretofore in bis financial 
measures. A good many prominent Democrats 
from all sections of the country are saying that 
it offers a basis on which all the Democrats of 
the country can unite. Senator Bayard himself 
holds this view. To-day, in conversation with 
your correspondent, he said: 

It seems to me that this is a measure on 
which every Democrat in the country can unite. 
There is nothing in any Democratic platform 
which has been promulgated anywhere in this 
country up to this time that conflicts with 
this resolution. The Democratic party has al- 
ways dealared in favor of honest mobev, and 
now it is in a position to secure honest 
money by taking a single step, and 
that a sbort one. I do not touch the question 
of whether the paper circulation shall consist 
gf Treasury notes or Nationa!-bank notes. The 
resolution does bot contemplate that. That 
question can be left until it is time to meet it. 
But I simply propose that now, when Treasury 
notes ere payable in gold, and are being paid iu 
gold, we shal! take away the legal-tender quality, 
—which Democrats have always held they never 
ought to have had,—and thereby insure to the 
people of the country that hereafter they shall 
not be — 2 to loss by having the currency 
on the basis of which they make their contracts 
depreciate on their hands.“ 

„Would the adoption of your resolution and 
the repeal of the legal-tepder quality ot the 
greenback affect the volume of greenbacks in 
circulation f“ asked your correspondent. 

Not at all,” be replied. ‘“ They would still 
remain in circulation as Treasury notes, and 
would be redeemable in coin br the Government 
as they are now. There would be no appreci- 
able difference, because they are to-day equira- 
leut with coin. The real difference would be, 
that no one would be forced to take them,—that 
is, we should abandon the position of making 
them arbitrarily legal-tenders without regard 
to their value, and should make them what they 
oug ht to be, — Treasury- notes redeemable in coin. 
This would make them better moncy than they 
are now, and, of course, they would circulate as 
freely as they do now.“ 

“ Would not the adoption of your resolution 
force the banks to keep a coin reserve instead 
of a greenback reserve, as they{do pow, and so 
force them to put in circulation the greenbacks 
which are now boarded in their vaults?”’ 

Not necessarily,“ he replied. ‘‘ The law au- 
thorizes the banks to use greenbacks as a re- 
serve. They could do so still, but the differ- 
ence would be this: If vou take a $5 National- 
bank note, for iustance toa bank and ask to 
bave it redeemed, the bank can offer you 6 $5 
greenback. anc you must accept it, because it 
is a legal-tender; out if this resolution should 
become a law, and the legal-tender quality of 
the greeyback should be taken away, he bank 
wouid be forced to give you coin for your bapnk- 
bill if-you demanded it. The bank, of course, 
would take its greenbacks to the Treasury and 
get coin for them. So it would be protected. 

What do you think of the prospect for the 
adottion of your resoiution?’’ mt

REGULATING ‘RAILROADS. 

The bill to regulate railroad commerce be- 
tween the States, intreduced in the House by 
Sapp, of lowa, embodies the principle con- 
tended for by Secretary McCrary when he was a 
Representative in Congress. It provides for a 
commission of nine, one from each judicial cir- 
cuit of the United States, which shall fix maxi- 
mum rates, and provides @ penalty for any 
charge in excess of these rates, unless on an ap- 
peal to a United States court the railroad 
charge shall be decided not to be unreasonable. 
Provision is made for compelling railroad com- 
panies to exhibit their books, and the Commis- 
sioners are. required to collect statistics for 9 
Railroad Bureau at Washington. 

CHINESE TRADE. 

The President and Secretary Evarts blandly 
assure our Representatives that negotiations 
with China are progressing favorably, but their 
statements are uncomfortably general in their 
eharacter. The plain truth is that Eastern 
trade is afraid of offeading China, and our 
Government is afraid of offending Eastern 
trade. We sball accomplish nothing unless the 
commercial interests of the East can give the 
subject attention enough to realize that we 
can separate Chinese trade from Chinese im- 
migration by the free and cheerful acquiescence 
of the Chinese Government. So long as Cal 
fornia shall seem the enemy of China rather 
than simply to be against the immigration of, 
their low order of subjects, just so long our 
Government will only seem to be negotiating,

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

The following circular has been issued by the 
Treasury Department: 

The attention of all persons concerned is m- 
vited to the provisions of Sec. 5,260, Revised 
Statutes, concerning the compensation to certain 
Pacific railroads below enumerated, as follows: 

„Sec. 5,260. The Secretary of the Treasury is 
directed to withhold all payments to any railroad 
company and ita assigns on account of freights or 
transportation over their respective roads of any 
kind to the amount of the payments made by the 
United States for interest upon bonds of the United 
States issued to any such company, and which 
shall pot have been reimbursed, together with the 
5 pet centum of net earnings due and unapplied, as 
provided by law. 

In accordanee with the above provision of the law, 
no payments will be hereafter made, directly or in- 
directly, in favorofany of the railroads in question. 
No person entitled to transportation at the public 
expense will incur expenditure therefor over any 
of these roads with a view of being reimbursed for 
the amount, but should secure fromthe proper 
authority an order for such transportation, and the 
accounting officers of this Department will allow 
any road presenting such order, duly receinted. 
credit for the amount found due, to be applied as 
required by law. In case the expense of such 
transportation is properly payable from any ap- 
propriation under control of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the necessary order will be furnished only 
by direction of the Secretary of the Treasury.

This morning he breakfasted as 
usual, and returned to bis room. At II o’clock 
he rang for a bell-boy, and when the little 
fellow came he handed him a note, saying: 
„Take this to my father. By the time he gets 
it I will de dead.“ The lad, supposing Nash to 
be in sport, replied that he would see him dad 
first, and started to deliver the missive, which 
had not been heard from uo to noon. At that 
hour achsmbermaid «ntered Mr. Nash’s room 
to put it in order, and found him lying across 
the bed, apparently acorpse. Everything in the 
room was in the greatest confusion, and beside 
the bed was found an empty pbial that had con- 
tained an ounce of laudanum. Physicians were 
promptly called, who made every effort to re- 
store the young suicide to consciousness. At 
last aceounts he was not dead.

IRELAND, 
BRENNAN’S ABREST, 
Special by Cable, 
Dusty, Dec. 5.—Great excitement was 


caused among the members of and sympathiz- 
ers with the National Land League by the 
arrest of Thomas Brennen, which took 
place quietly soon after 7 o’clock in the 
morning at his lodgings, No. 7 Kussell street. 
The arrest was for a sievch made at Dalla 
on the 22d ult, It was effected by Superintend- 
ent Mallon, a detective of police, a Sub-Inspec- 
tor of the Constabulary of Mayo, and two or 
three detectives. They allowed the prisoner to 
make every necessary preparation for the 
journey, and then ‘conyeyed bim to 
the Midland and Great Western Railroad, 
where another squad of police was waiting. 
Davitt, who heard of the arrest soon after the 
starting of the train, immedigtely telegraphed 
to agents of the Land League at all towns along 
the line to give the prisoner a reception. Con- 
sequently 


LARGE CROWDS 
assembled about tbe stations at Mullingar, 
Athlone, and Ballinasloe, who rent the air with 
cheers. 

The prisoner wil be confined in jail at Castle- 
bar. He is about 26 vears of age. For along 
ume he was Clerk of the City Mels. He is 
Secretary of, the Land League, and has 
always taken a prominest part in Fenian 
and other demonstrations. He walked behind 
the hearse at McCarty’s funeral. It bas been 
his ambition for some time 
TO GET ARRESTED. 

He was much elated wheh the event occurred. 
His Balla speech bears a wonderful resemblance 
to one delivered by Meagher in 1848. 

On Thursday night Davitt and Brennan at- 
tended the Theatre Royal, where Geneyive 
Ward is playing. When they parted after the 
performance, Davitt said, prophetically. ‘*Good- 
by. When I see you again you will be in jail.” 

Brennan arrived at Castlebar at 3:30 this after- 
noon, in custedy of Superintendent Mallon and 
bis assistant. The prisoner was at once con- 
veyed to the Court-House. The general public 
was excluded, but Brennan’s friends and repre- 
sentsaves of the press were admitted. Maj. 
Wyse presided over the magisterial investiga- 
tion; Myles Jordan, 

THE CROWN SOLICITOR PROSECUTED. 
Charles O'Malley, instructed by Malachi, Kelly, 
defended. After consultation the clerk read 
the information of Sub-Inspector Carter, of 
Clare- Morris, as follows: '* I was at Toonamorea, 
near Balla, Saturday, the 22d ult., and then and 
there saw a large assemblage of persons, num- 
bering some thousands. I saw then and there 
a person pamed Thomas Brennan, of Dublin. 
The said Brennan made a speech to the afore- 
said assemblage at the same time and place 
aforesaid, and 1 say that in the course of the 
said speech, the gad Srepnap, wickedly, 
maliciously, and seditiously contriving and in- 
tending to disturb the peace of the Queep, to 
raise discontent and disaffection among the

and hostility between the different classes of 
such subjects, to excite such subjeets to break 
the law and attempt to precure otherwise than 
by lawful means an alteration of the 
laws of the realm; to resist by 
force and violence the enforcement egal 
process of rights by law established, and excite 
disaffection among and seduce from their duty 
and allegiance certain members of the roval 
Irish constabulary, did speak and publish to the 
said assembly certain wicked, seditious, and in- 
flammatory words.“ 

The witnesses examined were Supt. Mallone, 
Detective Pepper, and Sub-Inspector Carter.

WHERE THE DOCTRINE OF HATE COMES FROM. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Nov. 29.—One of the strancest 
enigmas of the present age is the seeming im- 
possibility of the South understanding the 
Staiwarts of the North. Indeed, I do not 
wonder that it is so, for politicians North even 
seem to ignore,as do most of the editors of 
both the Democratic and Republican presses, 
the true feelings of Stalwarts. 

The sentiment of the entire South, and seem- 
ingly acquiesced in by political newspapers of all 
stripes North, is, that the Stalwarts—a new 
name for Radicals of the Republican stripe— 
„hate the South.” On all sides we hear them 
accuse Stalwarts of preaching, voting, and 
everywhere acting the doctrine of hate of their 
Southern brothers. I wish to enter my earnest 
protest against this libel upon the Stalwarts; 
and, as this false sentiment is doing such great 
injustice to the North and South, and tending 
to keep apart those who should be brothers, 
and who need and ought to desire peace, I 
crave a little space to state what Stalwarts do 
hate, and give what I believe to be their true 
sentiment and tue guiding motive of their 
political action. 

Lo get at this as quickly as possible let me 
ask, What is it the South needs to flourish and 
secure the best and most durable prosperity? 
The South needs capital and labor combived 
with justice aud freedom. 

With harmony between these agencies she 
will grow and must prospér. Witbout them 
she cannot. Justice and freedom—these will 
attract capital and labor. ‘lhese will ouild ger 
cities; start new towns and villages and people 
them; extend der railroads and run them; cut 
down her forests and build her waste places; 
and from her rich and varied soil produce im- 
mensely more than she would seem ever to 
have dreamed of. While Going all tbis, new 
life, pew bopes, new enlightenment, and a 
vastiy wider education and improvement would 
take the place vi what at present exist, and 
soon the new South would blossom, thrive, and 
grow most abundantly. Very soon, with this 
state of things, the Southern States coula 
equal if not excel the best, richest, and most 
thrifty of the Northern States. i make the as- 
sertion that this is just wuat Stalwarts hope and 
pray for for every Southern State. They pray, 
first, that their Southern brothers May be 
clothed and bave their right mind.” and then 
may have ali of the material prosoerity enjoyed 
by the most favored of Northern States. 
But, now, Stalwarts do ha and op- 
pose shotguns in politics. They hate 
and will forever war against bulidozing. 
They hate ballot-box-stoffimg; and they 
hate, terribly hate, political murders, nearly 
seven hundred of which have been committed 
in one Southern State since the War, and yet 
pot one of which has been punished. And last, 
they hate the spirit of treason in traitors. 

The worst enemies the South have are her 
Jeff Davises and Toombses, with their doleful 
sounds,“ South; and the Seymours, Tildens, 
Tuurmans, and Trumbuills of the North; the 
former crying Death to the Union!’’ while the 
latter stand by and cheer them on or do not op- 
pose. There not a doubt but that the action of 
Gov. Seymour caused the loss of 100,000 men, 
North and South, and $1,000,000,000 to 
the country. Such men Stcaiwarts detest. 
But do the Stalwarts hate the 
South because these things were and 
still are so, aud because they speak of and op- 
pose them? No. no! Yes the Stalwarts are 
determiued to crush out the Democratic party, 
because they know that their brothers of the 
South are using it to wound themselves and 
harm tue entére Nation. 

This is the signification of the sweeping Re- 
publican victories of the North in the elections 
just held. And this will be thé meaning of that 
voice that will repeat, with tremendous em- 
phasis, another year this same determination, 
and utterly crush the Democratic party of the 
North to atoms.

Ibis also will be tue 
meaning, from present appearances,. of the 
peariy unanimous nomination of Gen. Grant 
for another term, aud ouly another term, and 
bis overwhelming election. Not to make of 
Grant a Dictator, or to revenge upon the South, 
but in the interests of peace, love, and fraternal 
feeling towards our errimg brothers there. ‘he 
bugbear of a Dictator in the person of Gen, 
Grant is the merest nonsense in the world. 
This is not in accord witn bis tastes or inclina- 
tions: and if it were the first persons to step 
forward and indigvantiy tear apy assumed or 
dictatorial power from him would be the Stal- 
warts themselves. 

Stalwartism is the spirit that landed on Ply- 
mouth Rock io 1620. It is this spirit, imbued 
witb kindoess and love, that has patieutly toiled 
and thus far reared this grand. Nation and its 
present civilization, and is detefmined to pro- 
tect it. It is this spirit that wars upon injustice 
and wrong everywhere. It is this spirit 
of Radicalism that is determined that 
the South shall have the orivilege 
of coming North and insisting that slavery, fur 
the laboring masses and their civilization, is 
better than ours, and be protectedin it. With 
all the determination possessed dy mortals, 
Stalwarts are also determived to have the same 
richt. liberty, and protection if they go South, 
and upon every foot of Americao soil proclaim- 
ing that liberty is best for all,—better than 
slavery. Thus one thing is certain,—voamely: 
that this conflict will go one and never, cease; 
and neither should it until what Stalwarts ask 
for in this respect is conceded. 

In justice to herself, the South should at once 
set on foot this matter. She should inaugurate 
the scheme of equal protection to all, and 
faithfully carry it ou®& No more persecuting 
those who come among them because they are 
from the north of Mason’s and Dixon’s line 
and happen to de damned Yankees,’”’ which 
they cannot help. It is this millstoue around 
the neck of the Democratie party that bas 
dragged it to the border of annihilation. And 
this is just. For Northern Democrats have 
stepoed their ears, closed their eves, and even 
defended these outrages or denied them alto- 
gether. In fact, it was the sympathy of North- 
ern Democrats that mate the War. It 
was Northern Democratic blundering that made 
the extra session of Congress. it was Northern 
as weil as Southern Democrats who insulted the 
intelligence of the Nation oy pretending that 
they wished only to get rid of soldiers and bay- 
onets at the polls, when it was plain they de- 
sired to make frauds upon the hallot-box easy, 
aud have no law in the way to punishthem. By 
ber persecutions the South has repelled millions 
of Northern and European capital and bundreds 
ot thousands of hardy German, Irish, and Nort h- 
ers laborers. Not content with this, she is even 
pow engaged in driving from their native soil 
the only laborers she has, and, in the biighted 
and prostratcd condition the South is left in, the 
only people found praying fur her are the Stal- 
warts of the Nation. ‘The offense and hate of 
the North lies iu the fact that it has been aggres- 
sive and advanced ideas of liberty and true con- 
ciliation. The South bas met, and contioues to 
moet, these with persecutions, shotguns, and 
murder. Hence it is that the civilization of the 
Nort is alarmed and dare not trust the vast 
interests of the Nation in the bands of its ene- 
mies. It would be folly, indeed, to do so for 
years to come. It is evident now, with a Solid 
Routh,” that it will not soon be done, and that 
the Democratic party is doomed torenewed and 
deserved defeat.

LOCAL CRIME. 


GEORGE H. HAZZA up. 

George H. Hazzard, the Indiana financier who 
has so often deen arrested, rearrested, and dis- 
charged, is at it again. That is to say, he is 
again in conflict with the criminal code. Last 
Tuesday a warrant was sworn out for his arrest 
before Justice Prindiville, charging him with 
perjury alleged to have been committed 
in the Eusley case in the Circuit 
Court, whereby a default was enterod 
and a judgment of $3,000 damages entered. 
The warrant was put into the hands of Con- 
stable George Hartman. On going to Hazzara’s 
residence, No. 22 Aldine square, it was found 
that he was sick lu ded. Hartman left a man to 
watch the wily Hooster lest he should get sud- 
denly well, aud deferred the arrest. 

Meanwhile trouble was brewing for Hazzard 
from another quarter. He was under $3,000 
bonds to appear before the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, at Indiavapolis, to auswer to one of 
the multitudinous charges against bim. As he 
did not appear, on account of his sickness, his 
bail was deciared forfeited by Judge Gresham, 
and a vapias issued for bis arrest, directed to me 
United States Marsaal of this district. 

The detective who was watching Hazzard yes- 
terday reported that he was well enough to be 
about, and preparations were at once made for 
bis arrest. Meanwhile Jobo Stiliwell and four 
other Deputy Marshals bad surrounded the 
house, and feit sure of their game. Stillwell and 
Dr. Miller, who accompanied the party, searched 
the house, and fouud chat Hazzard had gone 
out for a constitutional, As he was known to 
be as cunuing aud wise as a serpent, the United 
States troops were deployed about Aldine 
square in such a manner that escape seemed im- 
pussible. 

It was a genuine case of “Will you walk 
into mv parlor?” but a cuter spider was at the 
edge of the web, and bagged the fly. Hart- 


man's man had telephoned him of the state 


of affairs, and the State trooos formed 
a skirmisb-line fn the adjacent woods.

VAN HOLLEN. 

George Van Hollen is still in jail,—not in the 
debtors’ department now, but in a cell, he hay- 
ing been put on a par with other prisoners 
yesterday, owing to complaint having been made 
by some one at the lenity shown him. Nothing 
was done toward getting him out on bail, nor 
was he himself advised when application would 
be made to the Court to fix the amount. His 
attorney, Charles H. Reed, however, said he 
would probably do something this morn- 
ing. He also said that the indict- 
ment will de attacked,—not on the 
ground that it itself is wrongly drawn 
up (he himself having written it), bat on the 
ground that Bill 309, under which Van Hollen 
was elected, has been deciared unconstitutional. 
‘the indictment recites that be embezzied the 
money as City Collector, There was no such 
office. Hence the inudjctment is worthiess. 
Some people think if this iudictment is quashed, 
another cannot be found on account of the 
statute of limitations. hile three years is a 
bar for embezzlement, and Van Hollen has 
lived in Canada longer than that, the time 
he was absent cannot be inciuded in the limita- 
tion. Whether be can be indicted as an indi- 
vidual, however, is open to question, und many 
have grave doubts whether Van Hoilen can de 
convicted and punished for stealing $130,000 of 
the city’s money.

The blood 
had flowed out of severe gashes on ber head, —one 
on the forehead and two further back. Besides 
these the woman's face, neck, breast, arms, and 
legs were covered with bruises, some of whicu 
were the marks of former beatings. Sbe was 
brought to the station, where Dr. Dunne sewed 

the wounds, watch be did not consider at all 
daogerous. James McDonald was also 
brought in and booked for the as- 
sault. Ordinarily he is a hard- 
working mau, but his reputation is tarnished by 
having served a term at Joliet. It is claimed 
by him mat the fight was the result of her 
dissipation, and tne fact that she yesterday 
pawned his. only pair of shoes while he 
was asleep.

Her injuries of yesterday were inflicted 
With stove covers and a lifier, and, when she 
reckoned up the stitches which the Doctor put 
in ner wounds, she said that was nineteen 
stitehes she bad bad putin her head from time 
to time on her busband’s account. 

SHAMEFULLY BEATEN. 

A dozen persons rushed at once into the 
Armory last evening to convey the startling 
news that a man had just been killed over iu 
Murtha’s saloon, at Na. 373 Clark street, a 
piace notorious for many months, and 
yet in some way protected by the police. 
Everybody rushed over to the saloon, 
where was found a one-legged manfwho had 
been most crueliy beaten and kicked. He gave 
the name of Charles Hunt, and claimed to live 
at No. 63 West Madison street. Only a short 
time ago he came to this city from Canada, 
where he had been employed as tel- 
egraph operator on the Grand Trunk 
Railway at Maulton Station. Regarding 
the assault he claimed that, while standing 
drinking at the bar, the proprietor without any 
provocation hit him in the eye with the butt end 
of arevolver. This stunned him for a moment, 
and laid him flat on his bacx. Then Martha 
assaulted and beat him outrageously. This story 
is altered somewhat by the fact that there was 
a Woman iv the scrape, and it is quite probable 
that she was the cause of the row.

THE BOOK FIEND. 


He Is Abroad in the Land. 

P. F. Morris, a book-agent having an office on 
the third floorof the Hawley Building at the 
corner of Madison and Dearboro streets, was 
arrested yesterday in the North Division upona 
warrant charging him with larceny as ballee. 
The complainant was Charles Williams, an 
attorney representing a number of people who 
have had dedlings with Morris, and who do not 
think he did the fair thing by them. Some days 
ago a story of Morris’ doings first came to the 
ears of a TRIBUNE reporter, and, following up 
this story, it looks as if Morris had a great deal 
to account for. The story of the affair is best 
told perhaps by Mr. H. Rickey, a gentleman 
employed in the real-estate office of F. B. Pea- 
body & Co., and liymg at No. 660 North La 
Salle street. Some months ago Morris called at 
his residence, and exbibiting a rather attractive 
looking work entitled “The Child’s History of 
the United States,” solicited a subscription 
for the work. Mr. Rickey had warned bis wife 
against all such agents, and sbe was 
for atime loth to subscribe, but the work ap- 
peared sO appropriate for their little son that 
Morris was allowed to put their names on bis 
book. Besides a great many of their neighbors 
had subscribed, and it would not do that their 
boy should be behind any of bis companions. 
The work was puvlished in forty-eight parts at 
25 cents each, and it was not until August 
that Mr. Rickey got the last part. Morris sub- 
sequently made several visits to the house, of- 
fering to get the book bound for themin two 
volumes foronly $2.50,a much lower ficu 
than they could bave it done elsewhere. Agai 
they were afraid to trust him, and it was not until 
alter repeated calls, and the recourse to we 
same old game that all their neighbors bad given 
the binding of their books, that Mr. Morris was 
enabied to get the books. He gave a receipt, or 
rather what. purports to be a receipt, for them, 
but it is somewhat doubtful if it was bonestiy 
meant for a receipt. ‘the name of no firm nor 
of auy business appears upon it; it is 
simply a dodger used by P. F. Morris. 
Upon one end is printed, in small type“ 
„Parties not having received their bindings 
witum three months from the date of this re- 
ceipt will please notify one of oar offices, as 
we will otherwise not be responsible after said 
toree mopths.”” Upon another end is printed 
the following addresses of branch houses, but 
of what house does not appear: 

Washington street; Cincin- 
nati, 126 West Fourth’. street; Albany, 
513 Broadway; Providence, 217 Westminster 
street; Buffalo. 414 Main street; Pittsburg, 
104g Sixth street; and St. Louis, 703 Washing- 
tou avenue. 

Not having received his books within three 
months after the date of receipt, Mr. 
Rickey called upon Morris, whose office 
was then at No. Madison street. 
but he was put off on some trivial 
excuse. The next time be called Morris had 
moved, and had forgotten to leave word where 
he bad gone. It was not until some time after- 
wards that Mr. Rickey found Morris stowed 
away in an office in the top story of the Hawley 
Building. He made several demands for 

each time Morris gave 
some a falsehood iu reply. 

told him that he 
never would get the books, as they belo as 
much to himself as to anyone. Mr. hickey 
says Morris did a thriving business in the Nort 
Division, and be has yet to hear of the first one 
who got any returus from books given to Mor- 
ris for binding purposes. Mr. H. F. Slater, who 
caused Morris’ arrest yesterday, knows some 
eight or nine victims besides himself, and the 
publication of this will no doubt bring to the 
Police Courts a crowd of witnesses and com- 
plainants.

At a meeting of business men 
held yesterday afternoon in the Chamber of 
Commerce resolutions were adopted demand- 
ing such reforms in the treatment and man- 
agement of criminals as shall make the sys- 
tem of punishment reformatory as well as 
exemplary, denouncing the abuses exposed 
at the House of Correction, and thanking 
the press and persons who were instrumental 


in bringing about such exposure.

The possum policy, which it is announced 
from Washington that some of the Demo- 
eratio Congressmen are in favor of adopting, 
is a good name for it, when the habits of 
that animal are known. When the ‘possum 
is attacked by a superior force, he falls 
down stone dead, apparently, and a person not 
acquainted with his habit of feigning death 
would consider it an end of his mortal career. 
But, when the danger is past, Mr. Possum 
gets up and walks off as lively as a cricket. 
The Democratic party got struck on the head 
with a big club on the 4th day of last Novem- 
ber, and it is now ‘‘playing off” like the 
“‘ critter” whose habits it is striving to imi- 
tate. But it is only pretending; it is as full 
of deviltry as an egg is of meat, and as full 
of vitality as ever. 

There was almost a panic yesterday morn- 
ing on the Chicago Board of Trade, The 
markets opened strong, and advanced some, 
but before 10 o’elock there were large offer- 
ings of pork, which brought things down by 
the run, and weakened other leading mar- 
kets in sympathy. Within about half an 
hour pork had declined 95 cents per barrel, 
lard 45 cents per 100 Ibs, wheat 24 cents per 
bushel, and corn i4 cents per bushel. 
There was afterwards a decided reac- 
tion, and the opening prices were 
nearly recovered, but the later feel- 
ing was a tame one, and quotations 
were generally below those of Thursday 
evening. Things went along swimmingly in 
grain and provisions so long as people 
wanted to buy, but the moment they tried to 
realize some of their “gains” the markets 
went from under them, and only ceased to 
decline beeause holders ceased to offer their 
property. Speculation has run wild within 
the past few weeks, and would seem to have 
carried the prices of produce too high to be 
sustained through the winter, though con- 
ditions undoubtedly warrant decidedly higher 
quotations than those which prevailed four 
months ago.

NATIONAL RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 
The popular demand for National legisla- 

tion regulating the inter-State railroads has 
now been brought before Congress in the 
shape of a petition from the National Grange 
and Patrons of Husbandry, asking Tor the 
enactment of such laws as will relieve the 
country from exorbitent and unlawful exac- 
tions from the transportation companies, 
Judging from Senator Earon’s promptness 
in presenting a bill for the organization of a 
National Railway Commission, and the an- 
nouncement that the Rzaaw bill will be re- 
vived, the Democratic side of Congress 
seems to be disposed to recognize the im- 
portance of the popular grievance and to 
agree upon some scheme for relief. The 
Republican members should not be behind- 
hand in this matter. Had the President in- 
corporated in his message a recommen dation 
that Congress should give serious considera- 
tion to this subject, he might have done his 
party and his country better service 
than by his ‘‘suggestions” which have 
renewed in a measure the untimely 
and dnprofitable agitation over the currency. 
Since the Executive omitted to take the 
initiative, the Republican members of Con- 
gress should not permit the Democrats of 
that body to lead in a movement which, 
properly shaped, will be the most beneficial 
and most popular of the present session. 
The Constitution warrants legislation for the 
regulation of commerce between the States ; 
the Supreme Court, both in the Granger de- 
cisions and passing upon the Pacific Railway 
Funding act, has confirmed the principle of 
legislative regulation in the broadest sense; 
aud the people of the whole country, with- 
out regard to party attachments, unite in an 


in separate and independent action limited 


by their own boundaries, cannot provide. 


The only contention in Congress over this 
subject should consist in a rivalry between 
the two parties as to which shall lead in the 
reforms upon which both should agree in 
the end.

articles to the producers, have come to real- 
ize that they suffer in common with the 


farmers; all classes are ground down by the 
selfish, overreaching, and ruinous policy 
whereby the railroad corporations devour 
the substance of the country to earn 
profits upon fictitious capital and declare 
dividends upon watered stock. The people, 
with one accord, now point to the startling 
fact that ours is the only civilized Govern- 
ment which tolerates the robbery of the 
masses by corporations that exist by public 
sufferance and enjoy grants and privileges 
of enormous value from the people. In 
determining this matter, Congress has for its 
guidance the systems for public protection 
that have been adopted by Great Britain, 
France, Germany, and other European 
nations, and it should be an easy task to 
outline a policy for controlling the greed of 
the corporations that need not be exper- 
imental or uncertain. The underlying prin- 
ciple of such policy should be to give the 
public an equal representation in the con- 
tracts for transportation, which are deter- 
mined by the charges now fixed arbitrarily 
by the railroad corporations, 

The most outrageous and persistent ex- 
tortions of the railroads are perpetrated dur- 


ing the period when lake navigation is 


closed. The system of American lakes, in 
connection with the Erie Canal, furnishes 
during a portion of the year a waterway be- 
tween the West and the seaboard which 
compels the railroads to make reasonable 
terms with shippers; but, as the close of 
navigation approaches, the corporations be- 
gin a series of upward charges which stops 
just short of confiscation. The rates for 
transporting breadstuffs from Chicago to 
New York are to-day more than double what 
they were during the summer. No excuse 
nor palliation is offered by the railroads for 
this exaction. The operating expenses have 
not increased, if at all, one-tenth part of the 
increase in rates. The investment is pre- 
cisely the same to-day that it was three 
months ago. There is no difference in the 
intrinsic value of the stocks, no increasein the 
debts, notwithstanding the gambling prices 
on Wall street. The railroads are charging 
more than double what they charged a few 
months ago for the same services simply be- 
cause the public cannot help ‘itself. This 
fact suggests as one of the most important 
features of National railroad legislation, not 
merely the prohibition of an increase of rates 
within certain stated periods, but the regula- 
tion of such periods in such manner as to 
make the prohibition apply specifically to the 
time at which lake navigation ordinarily 
closes, and to extend over the entire season 
during which it remains closed. That single 
provision would go far toward suppressing 
the hardships which the public suffers at the 
hands of the corporations. 

Senator Earon’s plan for establishing a 
National Railway Commission is probably an 
essential feature of the proposed National 
regulation of the railroads, but it is only one 
feature. The Commission would represent 
the people in their relations and contracts 
with the railroad, but public protection re- 
quires that it should be governed by specific 
instructions of law relative to the basis on 
which rates are to be fixed; the prohibition 
of an increase of rates within stated periods ; 
the denial of the right to charge more for 
a shorter than for a longer distance, or to 
make any other unfair discrimination, such 
as rebates; and, finally, easy and inexpen- 
sive remedies for the people, and severe 
penalties for the corporations in all cases of 
violation of the law. Thé creation of a 
Commission which should be left to its own 


discretion, and subject to the powerful in 


fluences the railroad magnates can always 
bring to bear, would furnish no relief, but 
might increase the burdens of the people 
and the excesses of the corporations. The 
provision of the Constitution and the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court give Congress 
the broadest authority for bringing these 
public corporations under control of the 
Government, and the National legislation de- 
manded by the people must be of 6 nature 
that will render appeals to the National 
Commission and the United States Courts 
effective by reason of the plain principles 
and details of the law under which such 
appeals shall be made, 

If this subject of railroad legislation has 
now made its way into Congress in such 


shape as to command the earnest attention.

in Congress should start out with the con- 
viction, sure to be confirmed, that uncertain 
or suspicious action will Be visited with the 
penalty of political death in every instance.

THE EDUCATION QUESTION IN BELGIUM. 

The struggle between the Belgian Govern- 
ment and the Roman Catholie hierarchy of 
that Kingdom upon the subject of education 
continues with undiminished vigor, and even 
intensity of feeling, on both sides. The 
latest intelligence from the struggle is con- 
tained in a dispatch printed in our last issue, 
to the effect that the Archbishop of Malines 
will publish a declaration stating that no aif- 
ferences exist between the Holy See and the 
Belgian Episcopacy relative to the Education 
law. The statement of the Archbishop, 
however, is not to be implicitly relied upon, 
He has been more than once rebuked by the 
Vatican for his rashness and radicalism in re- 
ligious matters, so that it is very doubtful 
whether he speaks with authority. The 
leading up to the 
situation also indicate, that 
there is a disposition on both sides 
to compromise, and that the Pope does not 
altogether regard the recent action of the 
Bishops with favor, A review of the pre- 
liminary correspondence will show the cor- 
rectness of this statement, and will also pre- 
pare our readers for subsequent develop- 
ments in this intensely interesting struggle. 

On the 28th of November M. Funn 
Onnax, the Minister President, spoke upon 
the question in the Parliament, and in the 
course of his speech reviewed the negotia- 
tions between the Government and the 
Vatican up to that date. It appears that, on 
the ist of July last, M. Onxpan sent 
a long dispatch to Baron D’Anernan, 
the Belgian Minister to the Pati- 
can, severely animadverting upon the 
collective pastoral of the Bishops, which 
was bitterly antagonistic to the law, arguing 
that Catholits had been in times past al- 
lowed to co-operate in mixed education, and 
intimating that, unless the Vatican took some 
steps to allay the antagonism of the Bishops, 
the Belgian Legation would be withdrawn. 
On the 8th of July the Belgian Minister re- 
plied: “I have communicated your dis- 
patch to the Holy Father. The means which 
you advocate for toning down the rigor of 
the opposition of the Bishops have been ac- 
cepted by the Sovereign Pontiff; but abso- 
lute secrecy is desirable, His Eminence 
(Cardinal Niwa) is happy to satisfy the 
wishes of the Government, and to share in 
pacifying the discord in Belgium.” A week 
later Mr. Onsanw sent a second dispatch 


the general purport of the Pope's 
but regretting that the precise 


** Cardinal Noxa has not concealed from me 
the regret felt by the Holy Father at the struggle 
going on between the Episcopate and the King’s 
Government as to the operation of the Primary 
Education Jaw. ‘As regards doctrine. his Emi- 
nence said to me, the letter of the Belgian pre- 
lates is perfectly correct; but the conclusions 
drawn from just principles may be condacted in 
an inoppertune manner apd sometimes pushed 
too far. This, it seems to me, 16 the case here.’ 
His Eminence cannot, moreover, but express 
‘his regrets, for the Holy See has done all thet 
rested with it by repeatedly recommending 
calmness, prudence, and moderation.’ The 
Cardinal would have desired another solu- 
tion, and ‘this I am confident,’ said his 
Eminence, ‘would have happened if the Pope's 
counsels had been followed. However,’ added 
Cardinal Nina, ‘the Bishops have acted within the 
limits of their strict riguts and on their own re- 
sponsibility.’ His Holiness can neither blame nor 
disavow the principles on which they take their 
stand, He can only urge the Belgian Eypigcopate 
to apply ‘only with extreme reserve the instruc- 
tions contained in the collective letter of tne ist 
of September. The King’s Goverament on its 
side,’ said his Eminence, ‘by preventing the 
schools from taking an anti-Catholic direction, and 
by taking care that the teaching there given does 
not wound the consciences of tne faithful, will 


contribute to improving the situation. a 


About the first of last month M Onpaw 
closed the correspondence in a personal let- 
ter to the Cardinal, in which he expressed his 
satisfaction with the friendly position of the 
Vatican, and renewed his protestations that 
there was nothing offensive to the Catholic 
conscience in the new law; that it was not 
proposed to make the schools anti-Catholic, 
but simply to debar teachers from a religious 
propaganda; and that religious instruction 
was left to the care of families and ministers 
of religion, where it should be. 

This letter closed the correspondence, and 
it will be seen from its entire drift that a 
feeling of friendliness and a desire for com- 
promise were expressed on both sides. That 
the Vatican should have so suddenly changed 
front as indicated by the statement of the 
Archbishop of Malines, seems thoroughly 
improbable. The day has gone by when 
such interdicts as the threat to withdraw the 
sacraments have any effect The conflict, 
however, is by no means over. The bill is 
now pending and will undoubtedly pass, and 
then the issue will be made in a practical 
manner, and that, too, very shortly. 


THE EUROPEAN MALADY. 
In the present distressed condition of 


Europe, the example of the United States 
cannot fail to produce a deep impression 
upon the popular mind. The difference be- 
tween the political, social, and industrial 
condition of the people there and of the 
condition of the people in this country is so 
marked that it may be said that the United 
States furnish a more threatening though 
silent menace to European institutions than 
is furnished by the wildest of the more des- 
perate Communists. 

The great popular want in Europe at this 
time is food. Never was there a scarcity 
extending over as great an area, or 6o direct- 
ly affecting so many millions of people. The 
loss of crops by the severity of the s,, 
by protracted rainfalls, by storms, and by 
floods, has been unprecedented, and to this 
must be added the desolation of war in many 
of the best food-producing districts. The 
loss of trade, the stagnation of industry, the 
reduction of wages, have all given an ex- 
traordinary severity to the high prices of all 


marticles of food. The fact that this scarcity 


of food is partially relieved, and a supply of 
bread at all is due to the productiveness 
of America, has brought home to every 
household the wonderful story of the 
peace, prosperity, happiness, comfort, free- 
dom, and abundance with which the 
American people are blessed. In Amer- 
ica the people of Europe see a veri- 
table cornucopia; at home they see the 
sword,—the one the symbol of peace and 
abundance, the other the sign of war and 
desolation. During a recent debate in the 
Austrian Parliament concerning the suffering 
condition of the people of that Empire, Dr. 
Hnner could not refrain from drawing a 
striking contrast between the condition of 
the people of America and that of the peo- 
ple ot Europe. After describing the deplor- 
able state of affairs throughout Europe, and 
particularly the scarcity of food and the 
bountiful supply from America,—after com- 
menting on the difference between the insti- 


| tutions and policies of Europe and those of 


America,—he wound up with the, striking 
contrast between a nation governed on a 
peace footing and a nation always main- 
tained on a war footing. He said: 

** A disease has attacked us all. I might call it 
the European malady. It is militarism, and 
Europe will sink under it. [Bravo] History does 
not repeat itself, bat is ever taking on new 
forms. Whoimagined only five years ago that 
millions would now be flowing to America, and that 
American markets would control the prices of our 
grain? „ The great war in America was 
only ended, and the slave-barons forever crushed, 
when the great army was disbanded; but Europe 
is to-day expiring in armor. 

Literally this statement is true. ‘* Europe 
is expiring in armor.” There are now in arm® 
in Europe, ready at a moment's natiee to be 
putinto the field, nearly five millions of 
men. These are of the able-bodied class, 
which in this country constitute the produc- 
ing population. These five millions of men 
are withdrawn from the field and the work. 
shop. They have ceased to be producers, 
They are able-bodied men who are consum- 
ers, who, instead of adding to the wealth, 


bread and the meat produced from the soil, 
and give nothing in exchange. Their ab- 
sence from the field and the workshop 
necessitates the labor of women and 
children to earn a. scanty support of 
life, and whatever surplus this labor 
may yield is taken away to feed 
and otherwise maintain the non-producing 
millions in garrison andin camp. The cost 
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march. The sword is forever drawn, and 
actual hostilities are only averted because alk 


quate to meet the outlay of this mammoth 
armament, hence deficiencies and additional 


debt. Under the continued evils of main- 
taining such millions of armed non-producers, 


‘and such a withdrawal of productive labor, 


the Austrian orator declared perhaps the evi- 
dent truth that Europe is dying in armor. 

It may be said that the policy bf these na- 
tions in maintgining these vast armies is to 
keep the men enrolled as troops from becom- 
ing revolutionists and insurrectionists, and 
that it is cheaper and safer to feed and 
clothe and maintain them than to fight them. 
Nevertheless the day must come when these 
armies must be reduced or disbanded. They 
are consuming the substance of the land; 
the time will come when the land will cease 
to sustain them, and of necessity the armies 
must become producers or perish. This gen- 
eral arming, therefore, must have an end, 
and that end will bé the destruction of the 
policy which has converted Europe into one 
vast camp. 

That class of our foreign-born population 
who are dissatisfied with our American insti- 
tutions, and seek to replace our National flag 
with the red emblem of force and inaugu- 
rate a social war, can perhaps in the present 
condition of Europe, and in the deep misery 
and suffering of the people, discover the dif- 
ference between a nation ruled by law and 
a nation ruled by armed force, Let them 
contrast the condition of the American peo- 
ple with that of the people whom these 
Socialists have left behind them, and in the 
difference discover the ignorance, the malice, 
and the demagogism which suggest and fos- 
ter the spirit of anarchy in the country 
which protects all men by the simple force 
of law. 


There is not any oliye-branch policy among 
the warring factions of the New York Democra- 
cy. Neither side asks for au afmistice or a 
cessation of hostilities long enough to care for 
the wounded and bury the dead. It is war to 
the knife, and the knife to the hilt. One lead- 
ing Democratic paper says of its truthful col- 
leagues that Since the election a smal! portion 
of the same element which opposed Gov. Rosrs- 
son has been busily engaged in an effort, sus- 
tained by jalsehood and fraud, to blacken the 
reputation of those who were loyal to the best 
interests of the Democratic party.“ The Kr 
faction pay back all these uncomplimentary 
allusions with com pound interest. No wonder 
that Gov. Sarmour refused to act as the arbi- 
trator between them.

The selling 
was believed to be chietiv done by local capital- 
iste, who thought they saw a reaction in the fu- 
ture on the general principle which has been 
formulated into a maxim by philosophic pro- 
duee dealers, that the market is never so strong 
as just before it is going to break. They 
sold freeiy on this hypothesis, many of them 
bulieving that the break would occur yesterday. 


AND SO IT CAME TO PASS. 


At the opening of the market yesterday morn- 
ing there was a rus hof orders to buy, as usual, 
on account of parties gutside, and prices ad- 
vanced under the cochpeti ion between pur- 
chasers. Wheat went up about one-fourth cent, 
and pork about a quarter of a dollar 
per barrel. But the buying orders were 
previous days, 
and it soon became evident that sellers were tu 
the majority. The party who bought so much 
perk the previous day commenced to sell. offer- 
ing itin rather large blocks, and the idea that 
he was unloading all that he had previously pur- 
chased strock the provision crowd with a gen- 
uine panic. Within twenty-five minutes from 
his first sale pork pad declined cents from 
the top figure of the day, amid the 
wildest conceivable rush on all sides 
to sell, and the varying willingness 
to buy the propertv. After the market had 
gone down about 25 cents, the number of would- 
be sellers was increased by those who were, in 
the language of the trade, being 
‘* SQUERZED OUT OF THE DEAL,’’— 


that is, the price had declined so low that they 
were unable to pay uo the margins which 
they were momentarily expecting wuula be 
called for. As a consequence, the trans- 
actions were upusualiy large. It was im- 
possible, amid the wild cunkfustod. to make 
note of all the sales that trauspired, but it is 
probable that the entire sules of the day ag- 
gregated not far from 195,000 barrels of pork 
alone, being e quantity but little short of the 
usual production of barreled pork during what 
is known as the regular winter season of four 
mouths. 


* THE LARD MARKET 


was affected by the declive in pork, but not to 
an equal extent. It dropped about 45 cents 
per 100 ponnds while pork was declining % 
cents on the barrel. Both reacted about 
II o’clock in the day, and by noon the market 
was regarded as comparatively steady. It then 
slowly advanced to witbin asmail fraction of 
the latest prices of Thursday afternoon, again 
eased off, and closed on Change rather steadily, 
but weakened in tne afternoon, und pork closed 
at 20 ceuts below the latest prices of Thursday, 
while lard closed at 15 cents below the closing 
quotations of that day.

they did not decline so much s provisions, the

WHEAT AND CORN 
Keing about 2 per cent. Wheat declined 2 
cents during the break iu pork and corn, fell off 
14¢ cents, both reacted when provisions turned 
upward. and touched about the latest 
prices of Thursday. The feeling 
in the . afternoon was a shade 
easier, but closed g to M cent lower, and the 
latest disadvantage in corn was only about % 
cent as compared with the previous day. There 
was a good deal of speculation as to an inde- 
pendent cause for the decline in grau. Some 
people who were watching the market asserted 
stoutly that wheat was breaking because the 
party of capitalists supposed to be led by Davia 
Dows & Co., of New York, had been, unioad- 
ing quietiv for two or three days past 
upon the brokers of Jim Keene, acheiving a 
substantial revenge for a similar operation per- 
formed by Keene upon them last spring. This, 
however, was doubted by many, and the doubt 
seemed a reasonable one, seeiog that the decline 
was relatively small, and that the market re- 
acted the moment the pressure in pork was re- 
lieved.

GEN. GRANT. 


A Visit to the Academy of Design 
Reception. 


To-Day Devoted to. Tree-Planting and 
the Commercial Club. 


Program of Engagements for the Remainder of 
His Stay. 


ACADEMY OF DFSIGN. 

The annual reception of the Chicago Academy 
of Design took place last evening, commencing 
at 4 o'clock and holding until 12. The reason 
the managers had for beginning 80 early was 
that Gen. Grant, who was expected ‘to be pres- 
ent, and for whom elaborate preparations bad 
been made, announced that it would be utterly 
impossible for him to attend in the evening, 
as every moment of his time was engaged dar- 
ing his second *sojgurn in this city, and he 
should be compelled to decline the invitation, 
unless the officers could arrange matters 60 as 
to hold their reception earlier in the day. 
Hence the reception commenced at 4 0’clock io 
the afternoon, but apparently few people were 
aware of this fact, for the afternoou portion of 
the entertainment was marked by a compar- 
atively slim attendance. . 

The Committee of Reception consisted of teu 
members, as followe: J. C. Cochrane, the Presi- 
dent of the Academy; G. J. Verheck, Arthur J. 
Pickering, J. A. Stites, A. D. Beecher, Chartes 
Peck, E. Root, L. W. Volk, J. J. Burg- 
offer, and G. 8. Collis. 

‘There was by no means an extenstve display 
of pictures in the two modest rooms composing 
the gallery: on the contrars, the exhibition, 
both as regards quantity and quality, was such 
as to cause lovers of art who bad debeld the 
glories of the Chicago Academy of Design in 
other days to weep. This fact is mentioned. not 
as a criticiam, but as an apology for the noble 
institution, whom everybody wishes to see suc- 
ceed, but few are willing to offer anything but 
their sym patby. 

There were about ninety-five pictures and 
portraits on exhbibtion, a number of which were 
loaned for the oceasion by artists and private 
individuals. Among the more notable of these 
micht be mentioned “Count de Lesseps end 
Nathan Appleton,” painted and loaned by G.

Mr. Cochrave informed the 
jnqulrers that a carriage bad been sent for the 
General to Col. Fred Grant's house, 
and that if the embassadors sent for 
bim met with anything like sueress he 
micht be exvected at about half-past 5 o' clock.

Messrs. G. J. Verbeck and H. E. C. Peters. He 
came unostentatiously, and was immediately 
joined by the President, Mr. Cochrane, wao, 
with the assistance of Mr. Cadwell, introduced 
afew people to him. He shook hands rather 
indifferently, as most thought who aspired to 
the honor, and speot the intervening time in 
looking at the paintings. ‘ 

During his perambulations around the Lydian 
Art Gallery last evening, where he spent a few

Accordmaly he was 
e.corted to the coat-room, and, baving donned 
his coat and “plug’’-hat. he was starting 
vut. when be was waviaid by Mrs. Cadwell, who 
invited him totakea glass of lemonade. She took 
his arm and possession of bim. but. instead of 
leading him to the lemonade department, on 
the other side of the hall, she too bim to her 
own studio, and showed dim the collection of 
photographs, alt of which he admired.

SCHURZ’S NEW INDIAN POLICY. 
To the Bdaitor af The Tribune. 

Cnicad®, Nov. 30.—If *‘ An open confession 
is good forthe soul,” Secretary Schurz’s new 
departure ought to dampen the fires of everlast- 
ing infamy to which the Indien Bureau must be 
consigned; for it is a fair acknowledgment that 
that Bureap bas been forcibly preventing the 
civilization of Indians; a square plea of 
»Gnilty “. to the indictment which I brought 
against it sixteen years ago, and have urged, 
Lersistentlv, from that day to this. 

The matter is so plain that “a weyfaring 
man, though a fool, need not err therein, that 
the only way in which Indians ever can be civil- 
ized is by placing them under civilized law,—by 
throwing down the barriers which make them an 
anomaly, and treating them as we do other 
folks. To do this we mast give te each head of 
a family a homestead on the public lands, and 
defend his rigut to the proceeds of his own 
labor. Well, in this year of grace 137) our 
astute Secretary of the interior has discovered 
this astonishing fact, and is before the world as 
a great moral reformer vn account of this dis- 
covery: but bis making and aonouncing itis a 
confession that it has been heretofore over- 
looked in the management of bis Bureau! Nay, 
more: his cautious povision that only the In- 
diaus who choose civilizing conditions are to have 
them is an acknuwledgment that, under past 
und present regulations. the Indians may pot 
choose to be civilized! Congress must passa 
law taking the hand of the Nation off the 


throat the Indian,—that pious hand by which 
the wards of the Nation are held in en- 
torced savagery. 

It is a most humiliating revelation. but nove 
the less true, that our policy bas compelied the 
Indian to live in circumatances where his civé- 
ization bas been im possible; that it was inaugu- 
rated und bas been maintamed ky the piety of 
the land, as a kind of missionary effort; a su- 
perhbuman magnanimity which assumes that this 
continent was made for the exclusive use of 
Indians, and that all pelefaces are intruders 
here. So by way of guarding their sacred rights 
we buy of nem the right to live and labor, and

importance; then we pay for our purchases iu a 
way to increase this opipion to the utmost,—viz. : 
by feeding and clothing bim in idleness, from 
the labor of white men. 

Having thus created an aristocracy, we hedge 
it about with that divinity which belongs to 
folks of leisure, berd them on reservations 
where their world, their public sentiment, bolds 
manual labor as the most degrading misfortane 
which could come toa brave. We keep them in 
communes, force them to live under laws which 
place the idle vagabond at the head of society 
and regard the industrious as @ pariah and 
outcast; under laws which make slavery and 
polygamy honorable: and then we undertake to 
coax them to adopt our modes of life! 

If Indians are not now prevented putting 
themselves under civilized law, taking home- 
stends, and going to work, why should Mr. 
Schurz ask Congress to permit them to live like 
white men! That he finds it necessary at this 
late day to ask such permission is abundant 
proof of the truth of the worst 
charges I have ever made against the 
Bureau and the Quaker policy which gave it ex- 
istence; but notice that Mr. Schurz does not 
propose to give up the great opportunity of the 
Indian thieves. On, go! There is still to bea 
Bureau through which the Government and the 
Indians are to be robbed by political stock-job- 
bers.

CASUALTIES. 


KILLED IN AN ELEVATOR. 
Special Dispatch te The Tanne. 

Drrnorr, Mich., Dec. 5.—Lizzie Falk, a Polighs 
girl, employed in the laundry-room at the Rus 
sei] House, was iostantly killed about 8 o’clocy 
this afternoon while coming down, with some 
soiled linen, in the elevator. The latter is divigeg 
into two compartments, the upper being used 
for passengers, and the lower, about four aud 
one-half feet high, for freight. There is no 
’ elevator shaft in the Russell House. The place 
where the elevator runs was formerly a sort of 
court between the bulidings, and in one corner 
of this court the elevator climbs and descends 
upon its iron track. Opposit every floor there jg 
a beam extending borizontally between the 
building, and one of the two open sides of the 
freight department of the elevator grazes these 
beams. Lizzie Falk and another laundry gir} 
were in the lower part of the elevator, com 
down. The Falk girl was fuil of mischief, and 
had a scuffie with Ler companion. although abe 
bad frequently been warned to look out for her- 
self while she was in the elevator. Just as 
were passing the second floor, on their wa 
down, a carpenter at work in the ball wip. 
dow, looked out and saw the two girls 
falling in different 
had suddenly let goof each other. The Falg 
girl fet} backward toward the oven side of the 
elevator, and ber bead, projecting out into the 
court, was seized between one of the heary 
beams above referred to and the floor of the 
passenger part of the elevator. Her compap- 
ion, who bad fallen back into one corner of the 
elevator, gave a shriek of horror, in which she 
was joined by the carpenter, who witnessed the 
accident, and, with rare presence of mind; the 
boy in charge of the elevator stopped it just in 
time to avoid taking the unfortanate woman’s 
head clear off her body. As it was, her lower jaw 
was crushed flat, the néck was broken, and 
death must have been instantaneous. 


SUFFOCATED. 

Bogros, Dec. 5—A terrible accident took 
place in the grain and flour mill of Els Pack. 
ard at Brockton to-night, in whieh C. 4. 
Nourse, Dennis Lynch, and Dennis Reardon 
lost their lives by suffocation. Men had been 
at work on the second floor of the building 
shoveling corn for the past two or three days, 
and, at the time of the accident, had trans. 
ferred about 5,000 bushels from the elevator to 
the floor, where it lay in bulk. Suddenly, with. 
out the slighest warning, the timoers and floor- 
ing gave way, and the men were precipitated 
about twenty feet into the cellar, anu buried: 
déeply dy 3.000 bushels of corn which 
fell with them. In a few minutes 
the building was surrounded by hundreds of 
people. A force was immediately set to work 
to shovel the men out, though there was not 
the sligntest possibility of finding them alive. 
Then another gang commenced to remove the 


timbers and debris. The men worked with 8 
will, and soon found the body of Nourse, the 


few minutes later. All were taken in charge 
by the medical examiner to await the inquest. 
The building was twenty-five yesrs old, and the 
timbers were probably weakened by decay.

THE APOLLO CLUB CONCERT. 

The Apollo Club gave the first concert of its 
seventh season at the new Central Music 
Hall last evening to an audience that fairly 
tested the capacity of the elegant auditorium, 
every seat being oceupied and the foyer occu- 
pied bystanders. The concerts of this Society 
are always interesting, but a special interest 
was imparted to this ope, for it had fallen to 
the lot of the Club to dedicate the new hal! to 
music. The occasion, therefore, was in the na- 
ture of a musical judllee. There was every- 
thing in the hall, with its freshness, beauty, and 
elegant appointments, to arouse the enthusiasm 
of the audience, and there was everything in 
the view in front to rouse the enthusiasm of 
the singers and orchestra. Theré were, there- 
fore, the sympathy and inspiration which call 
singers to their best work. The sight in the 
brilliantly-lightea auditorium and upon the 
densely-crowded stage has not been equaled in 
this city since the days when music had a home 
in the Crosby Opera-House. It may, in fact, be 
said that music was last evening, for the first 
time since the fire, at home to the 
public, and prepared to receive its patrons in a 
syle becoming to them, and that they were not 
unappreciative was shown by the cordial ep- 
thusiasm that was manifested at every op- 
portunity; and, though much yet remains to 
be done in the way of ornamentation, in the 
preparation of the retiring-rooms, aud in the 
relieving of the proscenium with the facade of 
organ pipes, still there was little room for com- 
plaint as to the elegance of the interior or the 
preparations for the comfort and convenience of 
the auditors. 

tun CHORUS AND ORCHESTRA. 

With his customary discipline, Mr. Tomlins 
bed his forces promptifupon the stage at 8 
o'clock, with the orchestra arranged upon a 
temporary extension, for the stage proper is too 
small to accommodate so large an array. The 
chorus turned out about 175 strong, which is 
the largest number the Club has yet introduced 
in apy of its regular concerts, and was quite 
evenly balanced, the predominant strength 
lving, however, with the sopranos and basses. 
The orchestra was carefuliy selected, about forty 
strong, and had among its players such men as 
Lewis, Fehl, Kayzer, Braun, Eichbeim, Allen. 
Ulrieci, and others, with Rosenbecker at the first 
violin desk. It was probably as effective a band 
as can be gathered from our home talent. The 
chorus also comprised ip its ranks the very 
flower of our singers, who have given themselves 
to Mr. Tomlins’ exacting demands with praise- 
worthy zeal and eptbusiasm. The other occu- 
pants of the stage were the solists,—Mlic. Litta, 
who is no stranger to our stage; Miss Hannah 
Macarthy, contralto, of this city; and Mr. Oscar 
Steios, baritone, from St. Louis. 

THE MUSIC. 

The music to be performed was the cantata of 
„Cinderella,“ by Heinrich Hoffmann, who has 
hitherto been known to Chicago audiences by 
some of his instrumental numbers as played 
by Mr. Thomas’ orchestra, and vy his 

arming “fable of the Fair Melusme.“ 
which has been sung twice by the Beethoven 
Society. As preliminary toa notice of the per- 
formance, we reproduce a brief sketch of the 
cantata which has been printed by Tas Tam 
UNE on a formerfoceasion: Hoffmann has suc- 
ceeded iu presenting bis theme very dramatical- 
ly. the music being very purely written, and 
still quite sensuous and passionate, so that it 
canngt fail to catch and hold the public ear, and 
please with its almost sensational! treatment of 
— well-known * of Cindcrella. The solo 

arts are for a soprano (Uinderella), alto (the 
Fairy Queen), baritone (the Xing), and basso (a 
Servani). ‘the first scene is “In the Grove,“ 
and the work opens, after a brief orchestral in- 
troduction, with a chorus of fairies and spirits, 
finally introducing the Vari Queen, who gives 
the command to the fairies to assist Cinderella. 
and the scene closes with a tripp ng chorus 
very effectively written for the fairies. ‘The 
second scene is lu the King’s Land,” opening 
with a chorus to the Ning, and introduc ny 
the Aing ia a stirrimr recitative and 
scain leads up to a grand 
choral march, which will prove one of the most 
popular numbers of the whole composition. 

The third scene is In Cinderelia’s Chamber. * 
introducing her in a beautiful solo number, 
which is finally interrupted by the Fa'ry Queen, 
and later by the fairies and gnomes, working to 
a grand ensemble of the soloists and choral 
parts. The fourth scene is laid In the Castle 
of the King,“ and is opened with a festival cho- 
rus that leads up to a passionate aria for the 
King, who deciares bis love for the uoknown 
Queen, and introduces some Very dramatic con- 
certed numbers, with the Aing, Cinderel/a, and 
the full chorus. The fifth scene istroduces the 
fairies In the Forest, and is the most exquisite- 
ly written and melodic portion of the entire 
work, introducing a choral lullaby, which gave thie 
ciorus an excellent chance to show its ability in 
producing licht and shade effects. This scene 
contains brilliant opportunities for the chorus, 
introducing them in a chorus for *‘ the Spirits of 
the Wood,” a Chorus of Spirits,” one of 
„ Wood Nymphs,” and one of ** Will-o” -the- 
Wisps, finally concluding the work in a grind 
musical ensemble, introducing all the soloists 
and the chorus, and workiug out a very strong 
dramatic elimax to the camposition. In many 
passages there are strong resemblances to the 
effects of Gounod and Mendelssohn, and at 
times even Wagner is suggested, but there is 
nothing in the treatment that is not character- 
istic and original. Although the music sounds 
to the ear light and trippiug aud easv of execu- 
tion, it is by no means so, but abounas ina 
catchy phrases and unexpected modulations 
that are very trying, and demand severe prac- 
tice. With any smooth performance of it it 
cannot fail to be popular. Much of it is in a 
thoroughly romantic vein, especially that al- 
loted to the fairies. gnomes, and wood-uymohs, 
in which style Hoffmann has shown himself 
more effective than any composer since Men- 
delasobn, while in the love passages the masic is 
thoroughly sensuous. Several of the detached 
numbers, like the chorus weleoming the Fair 
Yucen, the martial chorus introducing the Xing, 
the march tempo m the King's Land.“ the 
chorus, Iu the Castle,“ the love duet and the 
final chorus, “Io the Forest, of the spirits, 
nymphs, and will-o’-the-wisos are exquisitely 
beautiful in their texture and color. 

THE PROGKEAM.

THE TOLL-ROADS. 

The County Board recently apoointed Messrs. 
Peter Wolf, Lyman Staples, and James W. 
Scoville a Committee of experts to examine all 
the tolkroads in Cook County and report tothe 
Board upon their condition. The Committee, 
who are distinct from and indepnendent of the 
reguiar Toll-Road Inspectors, have been making 
their examinations for some time back, and have 
done their workin a thorough and systematic 
way. They have gone over roads with 
pickaxes and spades, and have found 
out just how deep the gravel was 
and precisely the condition uf the roads. They 
vesterday reported to the Count Commission- 
ers, recommending that that bod throw open 
the two southern gates on the Rosenill and 
Evavston gravel-road and forbid the collection 
of tolls south of the second toll-gate out of 
Chicago. They also recommend that on the 
Lincoln avenue ana Niles Centre gravel-road all 
the toll-gates be thrown open and no tolls be 
allowed to bé collected,—this on account of the 
very bad condition in which they find 
these roads. Yesterday they were out inspecting 
the Snell toll-roads, which they found to be in 
pretty bad condition, But they have as yet 
made no report upon them. “he Toll-Road In- 
epectors made a report the other day, also find- 
ing fault with the Rosehili and Lincoln avenue 
roads, but not going so far in their recom- 
mendations regarding the opepniug of toll-gates 
as the Special Committee. In view of this con- 
curreuce of opinion, nere is no doubt that the 
County Board will take prover action, and re- 
lieve the persons using these roads from the 
payment of burdens for which they get no 
equivalent. 

TOWN CONSOLIDATION. 

Immediate steps are to be taken to carry out 
the expressed will of the people with regard to 
the consolidation of the three towns of South, 
West, and North Chicago; and tie abolition of 
two of the three sets of officeholders. Monday. 
Commissionet Wood will present to the County 
Board a preamble and resolution on the subject. 
This sets forth that on Nov. 4 elections were 
held in twoof the towns, at which the people 
voted almost unanimously to make each town a 
park district, and that on Feb. 8, 1878, the City 
Council requested the County Board to take the 
necessary steps for consolidatiug the towns.

PRINCE ALBERT JONES. 


The Jones’ manslaughter trial was resumed in 
the Crimiual Court before Judge Tuley at the 
usual nour vesterday morning.

GASTRONOMICAL. 

FAMILY MARKETING—THE SUNDAY DINNER. 

The prices for poultry, game, and fish show 
very little variation since last Saturday. Fresh- 
killed chickens and turkeys sre quite scarce, 
and select birds readily bring 10 cents per 
pound. Old stock, killed in apnticipa- 
tion of Thanksgiving, is plentiful, and 
can be had at any price the purchaser names, 
from five cents upwards. Domestic geese and 
ducks retail at 10 cents for prime, though less 
desirable ones can be had as low as 8 cents. 
Some varieties of game are more plentiful, 
though in no case is there anything approacb- 
ing an oversupply. Mallard ducks sell at $3.00 
8.50 per dozen, or from 65 to 75 cents per pair, 
the outside tor selected birds. ‘he season for 
wood and teal duck is over, though occasional 
ones are met wich at about 50 cents the pair. 
Snipe are rather plentifai at $1.50, but 
the season is drawing to a close. There 
is a better supply of quail, but 
the birds are vot in prime order. 
Such as they are they bring from 822.50 per 
dozen. Prime fat ones are worth from $3 to 
$3.50 for selected birds. Prairie chickens are 
scarce, and the best bring readily $1 per pair. 
Ordioary sell at from 75 to 80 cents. ‘The sub- 
ply of partridges is light. Nice plump birds 
sell readily at 81 per pair. There seems to be a 
plethora of wild turkeys, and they are slow at 
from $1 to $3 each, according to size and condi- 
tion. Venison continues plenty at last week’s 
prices,—124(@15 cents for saddles, 15% 20 cents 
for cuts, and 6(@7 cents for forequarters. 

There is a scarcity of fish, owing to the re- 
cent gales, which scems to have driven them to 
deep water. ‘here were very few white fish in 
market yesterday, and some choice ones sold as 
high as 12 cents. Liberal supplies are expected 
to-day, aud the price will probably recede to 
Klo cents. Trout sell at the same figures. 
‘The stock of sea fish has been reduced, owiig to 
the solt wea her, which prohibits their being 
shipped as freight. A few boxes have been re- 
ceived by exprgss. Cod and haddock still sell 
at 8 cents. Striped bass bring Ycents. Mack- 
erel sell at 15@25 cents each, according 
to uallty. Refrigerated salmon from 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence and Kennebec River 
retail at 40 cents. Smelts retai! at 25 cents per 
vound. Lobsters and halibut are steady at 20 
cents per pound. There is no change to note in 
the market iorvegetabies. The best potatoes 
bring from to 65 cents per bushel, 
while ordinary lote sell at about 50 cepts. 
Squashes, 5@15 cents each. Celery selis at 25.@ 
30 cents per dozen. Turnips, beets, parsuips, 
and carrots sell at two shillimes the peck. 
Strictly fregh-iaid eggs sell at 23 cents ver 
dozen, while store-packed bring 20 cents. The 
best creamery butter retails at 40 cents, and 
brings 35 @36 by the package. Ocher grades are 
worth from 25.232 cents, according vo quality.

Mr. J. A. Symonds’ essays on the Greek poets 
bave found favor in an English edition, and we 
are glad that they have been reprinted in this coun- 
try. Their merits are an admirablestyle, a forct- 
ble argument, and thoroughness. Their defects 
are diffuseness and want of appreciation of the 
masculine qualities of the Greek inteliect. The 
diffaseness hes not so much in any single chap- 
ter as in the combination of all together; and it 
is partly due to the baphazard way ia which the 
book was written. The essays, or lectures, 
were prepared at different times and for various 
uses. They overlap and repeat each other, 
Part ot the second volume is little better than 
padding. It is difficult for an author—and espe- 
cially for an accomplished writer like Mr, 
Symonds, conscious of bis power—to sacrifice 
any of his work. But when be has written more 
than once on the same theme he should 
have some regard for the shortness of 
life as well as for the length of art. Mr. 
Symonds’ book would be better if it were put 
in two-thirds of the space that it now occupies. 
The other defect is more serious. Either be- 
cause the author has dwelt too long in admira- 
tion upon the forms of Greek beauty, or be- 
cause his own tastes are specially developed on 
the side of esthetics, he has dove but scant in- 
justice to the vigor, the virility of the Greek 
genius. The impression be leaves is that of 
effeminacy abiding in the verv core of his sub- 
ject. This we know should not de the case. 
Homer is not a woman’s poet, and Aschylus at 
Salamis was not “wrapped in soft. Lydian 
airs.”’ The contemplation of Greek poetry, 
even though it be sepurated from Greek politics, 
diplomacy, and war, does not discover the 
languid and enervating disposition which Mr. 
Symonds has made almost a national character- 
istic. 

An essay on mythology is properly put at the 
beginning of the first volume. It is in some re- 
spects the most finished and satisfactory part of 
the whole work. Whatever ideas Mr. Symonds 
may advance, he knows well how to support 
them. He examines Grote’s view of the Greek 
myths as “in their totality a thickly-tuftea 
jangle of inexplicable stories.“ The bistorian 
asserts the tiselesness of digging for a sup- 
posed basis of truth iu legends which relate 
to “a past which was neter present.“ The 
author partially agrees to this opinion, but 
showa thatthe question is not one of absoluje 
truth or falsehood, but an inquiry into the - 
tive efficiency of myths in producing poetry. 
The theory that the Greek myths are the degra, 
dation of primitive truth revealed to mankind by 
God is rejected. It was bardly worth 
stating. Max Mullen's .conclusion—that 
“Mythology, which was the bane of the 
ancient world, is in truth a disease 
of language ’’—is carefully examined and not 
wholly accepted. It is surely a poor way of 
whitewashing the imagination of the ancients,“ 
says Mr. Symonds, to have recourse toa the- 
ory which sees in myths nothing better than a 
mange or distemper, breaking outin language, 
and tormenting the human mind for a season.“ 
But be admits that philology is one of the 
keys by which the door of mythology may be 
unlocked.“ The solar theory, by which all the 
myths are made to refer to the sun and the 
moon, to dawu and evening, is dispaged of sum- 
marily in a few lines, in the midst of which we 
find this amusing persiflage: 

„The difficulty,”’ says Max Muller, which I 
myself have most keenly felt is, the monotonous 
character of the dawn and sun legends. Is every- 
thing the dawn’? Is everything the sun? This 
question I had asked myself many times before it 
was addressed to me by others How consistent - 
ly Prof. Max Muller found himself obliged to an- 
sewer this question in the afürmative is known to 
every student of his wi rks, net to mention those 
of Mr. Cox, The handbooks of mythology which 
are now in vogue im Kugland expound this solar 
theory so persistently that it is probable a race is 
growing up who fancy that the early Greeks talked 
with most damnadle iteration” of nothing but 
the weather, and that their conversation on that 
fruitful topic fell sick of seme disease, breed‘ng the 
tales of Thebes, and Achilles, and Pelops’ line, asa 
child breeds measies. ) 

As the result of analysis, the author advances 
the following propositions: (1) The early races 
possessed a faculty which may be called the 
mythopeic, now almost wholly extinct, or 
rather superseded by the exercise of other facul- 


ties which it contained in embryo. (2) The 
operation of this faculty was analogous to that 
of the poetic; that is to say, it was guided by 


the imagination more than by the dry licht of 


understanding. and its creative energy varied in 
proportion to the imaginative vigor of the race 


which exercised it. (83) The tendency to person- 
ification, which distinguishes mythology, was 


due tothe instinct of uncivilized humanity to 


impute to external objects a consciousness 
similar to that by which men are governed,—in 
other words, toregard them as living agents 
with wilis and passions like our own. The 
author’s sccount of the passage of mythology 
into religion, and the expression of religion by 
art, is vivid and clear. The attempt of the 
philosophers to distill a refined conception of 
God from the mythsin general; the lemics 
against Homer, whom Pythagoras a Herac- 
litus wished to have we | thrust from the 
Assembly and scourged, arid the plain assertion 
of Xenophanes that Greek authors’ pomorpb- 
ism was no better than a worship of humanity 
with ali ite vices, just in the same way that 
lions might adure s and horses horses”’— 
ead the way up to a disintegration of the old 
pantheon, from the remnants of which a new 
and higher religion was developed. 

The chavters on Achillesand “The Women 
of Homer are agreeable reading, The knowl- 
edge of Achilles that he had to choose be- 
tween a long, inglorious life and a swift-coming 
but splendid death is brougnt tuto deserved 
prominence.

in the first volume, and with a notice of their 
works it closes. The second volume is not 
nearly so engaging as the first, partly decause 
the author repeats himself to some extent, and 
partly because the themes are less in them- 
selves, Aristophanes is almost the only great 
name, and of him we may say with Schlegel 
that *‘ one-half bis wit is altogether lost to the 
moderng.“ However difficult, „it may 
be to determine a fraction of an unknown 
quantity, we should feel more disposed to hold 
that three-quarters of bis wit for nineteen cent- 
uries has existed only in the affectation of 
those who have pretended to perceive it. 

The chapters on the tragic poets will be for 
most readers the most usefal in the book, Mr. 
Symonds naturally ranks the three great names 
in the order of merit asin the order of time,— 
Eschylus, Sopbocies, Euripides. The rugged 
grandeur of the first-pam the coosum imate 
art.of the second, and suppleness of the 
third are now old themes; but they cannot be 
avoided iu such a treatise.) Mr. Symonds is in- 
clined te champion the cguse of Euripides as 
2 some of his: detractors. But 
all his sympathies ure with Alschylus, 
whom he ranks in genius with Hom- 
er, Dante, Goethe, and 6. Shakspeare. 
We detect in our author a disposition to be too 
warm in bis argument. He i often extrava- 
gant, as when he describes the art of Sophocles 
as above criticism, and then puts himself in 
chancery by criticising it. His defense the 
coarseness of Aristobhaues is all but nuilified 
by his obvious partisanship. He seems to be 
writing iv ignorance whem he says that Aris- 
tophanes has none of the Dastiness of Moliere,’’ 
—a statement that no critic can approve. Prob- 
ably Mr. Symonds in bie sober moments 
would be unwilling to, defend it himself. 
The analyses and criticisms of the trage- 
dies, particularly those of the Prometheus 
and the Qédipus trilogies, will be found 
worth reading. Ihe study of Antigone is ac- 
curate and profound, and the Prometheus be- 
comes almost a new chafacter in the light of 
Mr. Symonds’ criticism. 

Wecommeud these volumes beartily to stu- 
dents of the Greek language, literature, and 
history, only desiring to leave this caution in 
the way,—that they must take nothing for 
granted, even when the authority is so high as 
Mr. Symonds, and read no man's book word by 
word simply because it has been written. (The 
Greek Poets" By J. A. Symonds.

DR. SHEDD’S COMMENTARY ON 
ROMANS. 

There are few clearer or more forcible writers 
than Dr. William G. T. Shedd, Professor of 
Theology in Union Theological Seminary, New 
York. Among bis best-known works are his 
‘History of Christian Doctrine” and bis lit- 
erary essays. His Commentary on Paul's 
Epistle to the Romans is bis first exegetical 
publication. It is a good reason for the issue of 
this volume that in important respects it dif- 
fers from all its English and American prede- 
cessors. Dr. Shedd’s views on the subject of 
original sin are not now generally held, at least 
in this country, though 5 harmony with the 
theory of St. Augustine and the earlier Calvin- 
ists. We suspect that it was his main design in 
preparing this commentary to leave his views 
on this point in a permanent and influential 
form. 

Dr. Shedd has developed extraordinary merits 
as an expositor in this new volume, although 
his qualifications in this department were well 
understood by the friends of Union Seminary 
long ago. He was Professor of Biviical Litera- 
ture before his transfer to the theological! chair: 
and his students of that period esteemed him a 
learned and thorough exegete. 

Dr. Shedd is known to differ from Dr. Hodge 
and other Princeton divines in relation to the 
ground of the imputation of Adam’s sin to his 
posterity. His theory on this subject is clearly 
set forth in the present commentary. Dr. 
Hodge held that Adam’s posterity, though not 
personally culpable for his sin, are condemned 
on account of the first transgression to suffer 
the penalty of it, because Adam stood and fell 
as their federal head and representative. That 
is, while they are not personally ill-deserving 
on account of their identity with Adam, they 
are foreusically guilty, or exposed to punish- 
ment for bis sin, because he was by Divine ap- 
pointment their representative. This theory 
Dr. Hodge ably defends in his exposition of 
Romans, v., 12-19. Ur. Shedd, on the other 
band, in his commentary on the same passage, 
denies that Ur. Hodge’s theory is exegetically 
tenable on a fair grammatical construction of 
the Apostle’s :anguage (Rom., v., 12), for that 
all have sinned,“ or more exactly, all sinned.’ 
These words, he maintains, cannot mean that 
“all are treated as sinners,”’ as Dr. H. and others 
contend. He interprets them as signifying that 
all of Adams’ descendants actually sinned 
"gees he sinned, being actually one with him 
fin such a sense that what he did they 
did. In one of his theological essays, published 
some years ago, he avows bis realistic philoso- 
phy in relation to this question, and contends 
that the will of every descendant of Adam was 
present in his will and participated in his choice 
when he committed his first ein. (Why not 
also in every other of his choices?) This is his 
method of “justifying the ways of Goa to 
men in the sufferings and death of infants. 
And we are free to say that his objections to Dr. 
Hodge’s theory are exceedingly weighty and 


forcible. But Dr. Hodge’s arguments against 
the realistic theory are equally forcible. ‘The 
advocates of the two theories seem to beep- 
tirely successful in demolishing one another. 
So far as the Scriptural discussion goes, both 
commentators seem to sustain their positions 
rather by cisegesis thau etegesis. For the dif- 
culty is that they construe the Apostie’s words 
in the licht of theories which he says nothing 
about, and which are not distinctly traceable 
in apy theological writing before the time of 
Augustine. ‘They infer that the Apostle baa in 
mind a philosophy which a single word would 
have made clear, but which he leaves 
to the ingenious inferences of his commentators. 
‘lo make the sacred writer logical he is con- 
strued as saying what he does not say, and one 
verse is appealed to a8 explaining another, 
where the alleged meaning of both is made out 
by supplying words not in the text, senti- 
ments nowhere found in the Bible. Dr. Shedd 
has done good service in refuting Dr. Hodge, 
but not in defending his own interpretation. 

A similar view of identity between believers 
and Carist is brougat out by our commentator 
in his exposition of Rom., yi., 1-4, which sets 
forth the participation ot believers to the death 
of Christ as signitied by their baptism. 
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THROUGH WINDING wars. 

Readers of Lippincott’s Magazine had long 
known the charm of Miss Ellen W. Olney’s 
literary presence when in August, 1878, she was 
welcomed by those of the Atlantic Monthly.

“Through Winding Ways” is concerned with 
the lives of three young men, ail of whose 
destinies are in some way controlled by the evil 
fascination of Georgina Lenox, —“ one of those 
women who must have an object for their 
coguetry, and tor whom, to all appearances, 
one target is as good as another.“ To 
her are due the life-long lameness of 
Floyd Randolph, and his years of estrangement 
from a loving wife. She dishonors the home of 
Jack Hult, whom, having jilted on the loss of 
his fortune, she has been lucky enough to se- 
cure for a second husband just as he bas re- 
gained it. Divorced from bim, she marries her 
paramour, whose fatal infatuation bas broken 
the heart of a noble girl, to whom he has been 
engaged for three years. Thoroughly disen- 
ehanted, Harry Dert seeks and finds death on 
one of the battle-fields of the Rebellion, while 
Georgina betakes herself to Paris, where she 
weds her fourth busband,—a Spiritualistic me- 
diam. ‘She was never recei in the old so- 
ciety where she had once held secure footing, 
but with her beanty, méntal ability, and au- 
dacity she has made a destiny for herself, and 
is to-day paramount in the councils of the fe- 
male suffragists.”’ 

Besides the power of tell an interesting 
story, Miss Oley u mistress of an elegant style 
and a delicate bumor, both of which appear to 
ad vantage in the following quotation: 

I probably felt more reverence for the meanest 
woman we met in the street than he did for his 
grandest friend in seciety; out, nevertheless, bis

YOUNG MRS. JARDINE. 

Mrs. Dinah Muloch Craik’s “ Youag Mrs. Jar- 
dine,“ which has been running in the pages of 
Harper’s Magazine for some months, has at last 
come out in book form. The qualities of. Mrs. 
Craik’s style are we!l known to the novel-read- 
ing public. The smoothness of her narrative is 
not the less agreeable, perhaps, because its 
movement is occasionally languid. Her 
taste ie entirely trustworthy, and her judg- 
ment usually sound. We have every confidence 
that she will not deceive or despitefully use her 
readers. The present novel is quite up to her 
average, which is indeed remarkably regular and 
predetermined, even for a prolific woman nov- 
elist. She has made some enchanting perplex- 
ities, and a vumber of delightfully ‘harassing 
woes, all arising from the contumacy of a young 
manu who would marry as be chose and not as 
bis mother directed. The heroine is this young 
Mrs. Jardine, the unwelcome wife, who has 
courage and character. The husbaod is a weak 
creature. He writes for the magazines,—ie the 
conjunction of circumstances merely fortuitous, 
—and makes so bad a livelihood that he falis 
into the awful degradation of taking a place ina 
mill as bookkeeper or something of that 
kind. Add to these componente a 
mil dragon for tbe mother, whe re- 
le at the conventional moment, and 
twerather worldly sisters, and we have the 
chief personages of the story. Mrs. Craik will 
naturally od a large company of readers in 
this country, and satisfy them, too, we have no 
doubt. (“Young Mrs. Jardine.’

GEN. GRANT’S WORLD-TOUR. 

Parts eleven and twelve of John Russell 
Young’s Around the World with Gen. Grant“ 
have come to hand. They take up the journey 
at Agra and leave the company at Jeypore. 
Thus the whole of the two parte is devoted to 
India. Mr. Young has shown a just apprecia- 
tion of the importance to his readers of that 


ancient and great country. As the cradle of our 
race and language, and the birthplace of one of 
the great religions of the world, it must ever 
possess a paramount interest for students of 
life and manners. It is comparatively little 
known spite of its richness in literary material; 
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ECONOMIC CRUMBS. 

This littie work is precisely what its title in- 
dicates. It consists of a series of chapters 
whieh make very pleasant, easy, and instract- 
ive reading on the all-important subjects of 
labor, capital, production, and consumption, 
money, wages, etc.. etc. In the treatment of 
the questions occurring under these several 
heads the author is uniformly lucid and con- 
vineing. He not unfrequently reminds us of 
Bastiat by the liveliness of his style and the 
felicity and aptness of his illustrations. States- 
men and students with ample leisure 
or the commendable ambition to master 
the subject of political economy have 
the voluminous and closely-reasoned works 
of Mill, Roscher, and other great writers on that 
science. But it is not a few scholars only who 
need acquaintance with the laws which govern 
the industrial or economic relations of man 
with man. Ina country like ours, in which 
every person having the right to vote is either 
directly or indirectiv a legislator (since he is 
either a legislator himself or may contribute to 
elect by his yote those who make the laws), 
some correct mformation on the questions 
usually discussed in works on political economy 
is indispensable toevery one. Abstract ques- 
tions in that science are becoming daily concrete 

uestions of practical politics; and if the right 

ecision is to be given them in the halls of Con- 
gress or in the Legislatures of the sev- 
eral States the peopnie must Know what 
the right decision is before tney can intelli- 
geutly vote for those who shall give it 

in the form oflaw. The little book before us 
will contribute largely to spread such useful 
information among the people, and we can only 
wish there were more works like it. If there 
were the entire country would be the gainer. In 
1848, when the whole Continent of Europe was 
in the throes of political convulsion, England 
stood firm as a rock. There were doubtless 
many causes of this ph 
least was the fact that, in 
gland, the principles of political economy were 
taught to che childreu. The uninformed mind 
is only too prone to think that “the State or

If Philip Dormer Stanhope—the well-known 
and, as some would call him, celebrated Lord 
Chesterfield of the last cer tury—were now alive, 
I think he would be penning another letter to 
his son on the use, and on the abuse, of the 
above stereotyped phrase, with which so much 
modern conversation is interlaced. We can 
hardiy doubt the view he would take of it. 
Judge of, and quide to, good manners as he 
was, recoiling from ‘everything that could give 
Offense in the most remote degree to others, he 
would surely condemn ite so frequent applica- 
tion in the senses it generally bears. it may be 
admitted that, just as some habitually disficure 
their conversation with an oath, more from 
heedlesness than of malice prepense, so 
many use this expression from thought- 
lesness rather than from a desire to 
wound. Still, it is not on that account the 
less ill-bred, nor does it the less require to be 
put down by the strong common-sense and com- 
mon assent uf society; it is, in my opinion, a 
phrase of sinister and odious intendment. Ihe 
Euclish ay ama alone employs it. Why 
should it? The polite French have invented 
words rather of agreement. “ Exactment,” 
“certainement,” “sans donte,” **justement,”’ 
are calculated to propitiate and soothe, not to 
irritate. Lo be “au courant of the news is 
the nearest synonym they have to it. The pol- 
ished Greek ang rader man had no equiva- 
lent for it. Germany is without it. Our bar- 
barous law Latin, it is true, had its writs “of 
course (de cursu), and our legal s its 
“Oursitor baron“: but it fs hardly necessary 
to say that, though the same in name with our 
objectionable phrase, they had no further con- 
nection with it. 

First, then, there is what we must call the of 
course Peevish, the peevishness being always 
marked by the asperity of tone with which it is 
uttered, as if the remark to which it is the reply

NEW METHOD OF DIVING. 
, Dr. B. . Richardson in Nature. 

1 have recently had two opportunities 4 
seeing & new process of diving and of remsin- 
1 e under water, called, after its 
process, ‘The peculiarity of f

Mr. Fleuss, the inventor of the apparatus, is 
a young Englishman 28 years of age, who has 
served, I believe, as an Officer in the P. & O. 
Company's service. He has constructed the 
apparatus himself in a skilifal but not very 
ornamental fashion, and he is his owa diver. 
He went down in the apparatus, like a brave 
man, first himself, and be only, up to the pres 
eut, has been down init. He is a short slicht 
man, ot fair complexion and very pleasing ex- 
pression. He has a quiet and resolute entbusi- 
asm which is quite refreshing. 

The drese in which he deseen is under water 
is like an ordinary diver’s dress. A helmet, a 
breast-plate, and the common water-tight arm- 
ings and leggings. He bears on his shoulders 8 
weight of ninety-six pounds, and his boots are 
weighted to twenty pounds. At twelve feet 
depth he moves comfortably in the water under 
tuls pressure. From the helmet there proceeds 
a licht cord for signaling to the signaler above. 

Before the helmet is fixed and the mask 
closed, it is seen that he wears, firmly tied over 
bis mouth and nose, an ori-pasal mouthpiece, 
from which a breathing-tube of an inch bore 
proceeds downwards. This mouthpiece is, in 
appearance, just like the chioroform mouth- 
piece invented by the late Dr. Sibson, and aicer- 
wards added by Dr. Snow to his chloroform in- 
. he is on the floor of the tank, Fleuss 
moves about as he pleases, apparently withent 
any imdediment whateyer. He can pick up 
coins, he can sit down, and he can even lie down 
and get up again, a feat, I believe, entirely novel 
in diving. He breathes, be assures me, ast as 
easily as when he is fn the air and quite as freely, 
and, from what I observed when be came out of 
the water from a love immersion, 1 bave no 
doubt as to the correctness of his statement. 


| He has some means of disposing of the prod- 


ucts of respiration as well as of getting a con- 
tinuous supply of air for respiration, since there 
is no escape of expired air from him into the 
water. 

Va the first occasion on wuich I witnessed 
the experiment Mr. Fieuss remained iu the water 
twenty mioutes. He came out quite free of any 
oppression. His pulse was steady, his breathing 
free, and his complexion natural. This was con- 
sidered a short experiment, and on Saturday 
last, Nov. 15, therefore, 1 asked to see it pro- 
longed to an hour and to be allowed to follow 
it through ail its stages. The request was un- 
mediately granted. 

The diving-dress was adjusted on Saturday at 
6:38 p. m., and then Mr. Fleuss began to breathe 
from the apparatus. At this time his tempera- 
ture was quite natural aud his pulse was beate n 
steadily at 68 ver minute; the pulse was of go 
strength and tone. The temperature of the air 
was 51 deg. F.: of the water, at the upver sur- 
face, 49 deg. F. Fleuss said it was colder lower 
down, but the difference was not determmod. 
He descended at 6:40 and remained under ne 
water, at a depth of twelve feet, precisely one 
hour, namely, until 7:40 p. m. He walked 
about the greater part of the time, picked uv 
pennies, and once or twice partly reclined on the 
floor of the tank. At the end of the hour he 
gave the signal to come up, the cold of the 
water haVing caused great numboess in his 
bands; he walked up the steps, carrying the heavy 
weights (116 pounds) briskly, and was relieved, 
after a short delay, first of his helmet and thea 
Jt tis mouthpiéce. At this point I found his 
pulse to be beat in at 120 per minute, and some- 
what feeble, but the face was clear of any sigu 
of asphyxia, though it was a little pale. His 
breathing was quite free. He attribated the 

uickness of the pulse to the labor of carry ug 
oe weights up the ladder, and no doubt oor- 
rectly. Seven mioutes later, the dress having 
been removed and warm clothing put on, | 
found the pulse to be nihety per minute, aud 
the temperature of the body, taken frem the 
mouth, to be 94 deg. P., —rather more 
than 4 deg. below the natural standard. At 
twenty minutes later, that is to say, at twenty- 
seven minutes after release from the water, the 
pulse was ei@hty per minute, while the temper- 
ature bad risen to 96 Geg. 9. 

Mr. Heuss asstired me—ind I see no reason 
to doubt him—that but for the cold he could 
have remained another bour and a quarter, and 
that he could easily arrange to remain four 
hours. Depth would make, he said, no differ- 
ence as to breathing within wwe apparatus. 

The mode by which the breathuwe is effected 
remains a secret, but is, he says, extremely 
simple. At my firat observation, when be was 
under water tweuty minutes only, I thought it 
possible that he carried down sufficient com- 
pressed air to live upon, and that he had a 
means for allowimg the expired air to escape 
into the water. The latter experiment shows 
me that this view was wrong: He could not 
carry down in the dress sufficient air to last him 
over an hour, and he does not seem to give out 
the expired air. 1 have no knowledge from 
— or any one else how he breathes ia the

was, I think, the first who promulgated the 
dictum that mad is the only tool-making ani- 
mal. As far as I can ascertain, this assertion is 
admitted by developmentists, yet it is undoupt- 
edly true that the Indian elephant makes two 
implements, or forms and alters certain things 
50 a6 to adapt them specially to fulfill definit 
purposes, for which, uualtered, they would not 
be suitable. 

One evening, soon after my arrival in Eastern 
Asami, and while the five elephants Were as 
usual being fed opposit the Bungalow, I ob- 
served a young and lately caught one step up 
to a bamboo-stake fence and quietly pull one 
ofthe stakes up. Placing it under foot, 
it broke a piece off with the tfunk, and 
after — u to its mouth threwttaway. It 
repeated this twics or thrice, and then drew 
another stake and began again. Seeing that the 
bamboo was old and dry, I asked the reason of 
this, aud was told to wait ana see what it would 
do. At last it seemed to get a piece that suited, 
and, holding it in the trunk flrmly. and stepping 
the left fore-ieg well forward, passed the piece 
of bamboo under the armoit, so to speak, and 
begau to scratch with some force. My strprise 
reached its climax when 1 saw a large elephant 
leech fall on the ground, quite six inches long 
and ‘thick as one’s finger, and which, from its 
position, could not easily be detached without 
this scraper, or serateh, which was deliberately 
made by theelephant. I subsequently found 
that it Was a common occurrence. Leech- 
scrapers are used by every elephant daily. 

On another ovcasion, when traveling at a time 
of year when the large flies are so tormenting to 
an elephant, I noticed that the ove I rode bad 
no fan or wisp to beat them off with. Ihe 
mahout, at my order, slackened pace and al- 
Jowed her to go to the side of the road, where 
for some moments she moved along rummaging 
the smaller jungle ou the bank. At last she 
came to a ciuster of young shoots well 
branched, and, after feeling among them, and 
selecting one, raised her trunk and neatly 
stripped dowu the stem, taking off all the lower 
branches and leaving a fine bunch Gn top. Sue 
deliberately cleaned it down several times, and 
then, laying hold at the lower end, broke off a 
beautifal fan orswitch about five feet long,

EMBALMING THE DEAD. 

r. Kreisman, United States Ccneul-General 
et Berlin. in his dispatch to the Department of 
State dated Oct. 80, 1879, communicates a de- 
scription of a uewly-discovéred process for the 
preservation of dead bodies. The inyentor, or 
discoverer, had secured a patent for the process, 
but the German Government, attaching great 
importance to the invention, induceathe pat- 
eutee to abandon his patent. Thereupon the 
Government made public, threugh the press, a 
full description of the process. The liquid used 
is prepared as follows: in 8,000 grams of boil- 
ing water are dissolved 100 grams of alum, 25 
Krams of cookitig salt. 12 grams saltvetre, 60 
grams potash, and 10 grams arsenicacid. The 
solution is then allowed te cool and filter. To 
10 litres of this neutral, coloriess, odorless 
liquid, 4 Utres giycerine and 1 litre mettrslic 
alcohol are to be added. The process of pre- 
serving — embalming) dead oodies by means of 
this liquid consists, as a rule, in saturating «and 
impregnating those bodies with it. From 144 to 
5 litres of the liquid are used for a body, accord- 
ing to its size. The bodies prepared by this 
process are said tu retain their form, color, and 
flexibility. Even after a period of vears such 
dead bodies may be dissected for purposes of 
science and criminal jurisprudence; decay and 
the offensive smell of decav are completely pre 
vented. Upon incision the muscular flesh shows 
e appearance as in the case of a fresh 
dead body. Preparations made of the several 
parts, such as natural skeletons, lungs, entrails, 
ete., retain their soſtuess and pliability. 


MELTING STEEL IN AN INSTANT. 

Pittsburger named Reese, who has here- 
tofore attracted attention by ingenious inven- 
tions for the desulphurizing of ores, and other 
processes fn the making of iron and steel, comes 
again to the front with a new and remarkable 
discovery in metallurgy. He claims to be able 
to melt instantly a bar of cast steel one inch iu 
diameter—which cannot be fused in less than 
five minutes in the highest beat attainable— 
simply by throwing against it a column of air 
having a Velocity of 25,000 feet a minute. The 
instant the air touches the metal the fusion 
takes place. He further claims to be able 
to anneal bars of steel or iron at the rate 
of ove foot per second, thus imereasing the 
ductility of the metal 100 per cent, without the 
use of other fuel than that contained in the 
metal itself. He simply unlocks the occluded 
(latent) beat. It becomes sensible and enlarges 
the metal, and by the method of doing this the 
enlargement is made permanent. Mr. Reese in- 
forined the Americaa Manufacturer that he gets 
$1,000 royalty for each machine for instanta- 
neous fusion of steel, aud further mat be sold to 
a compeny of capitalists bis patent for the Unit- 
ed States for a Ken royalty per ton graded to 
the various sizes Of the metal operated upon by 
this process for rapidly annealing bars of iron 
or steel without other fuel than is contained in 
the metal itself, increasing the ductility 100 per 
cent. .

aye money in the Treasury, profiting by the 
unhappy experience of our friends in North 
Evanston, we have declined the proposed alliance 
with shaeks. Iu consequence, certain indi- 
viduals in Evanston have assumed a sort of 
guardianship over us, and semi-occasionalliy we 
see in the papers items of news from our yil- 
lage so entirely void of truth as to make the 
authority for them plain to those Who under- 
grand the facts. We don't object to this as long 
as it amuses them and don’t burt us, but when 
it does we must protest.

The Moon—Why Don't Site Turn on Her 
Axis 7?

Gaczeseuna, III., Dec. 1.—Whea I was a small 
boy, enjoying the sports of small boys, with 4 
mind and an imagination like that of a small 
boy, we boys, while playing in the mooniignt, 
would often collect ourselves together in a 
group and look toto the face of the full moon 
and watch its course in the heavens One tel- 
low would say be could see a man in the 
moon carrying wood; another would dis- 
pute him and say the man was carry- 
ing fodder; while others of the boys 
would view the object differently: and 
still others who confessed their shortness 


of sight, thought they were all wrong, and that 
the moon was simply a big ball of fre. Those 
boys of by-gone days are now men, and when 
they look at that same old moon it appears the 
same as it did a store of years ago. Ihe astron- 
omer with his magnify nt instrument sees the 
same face of the moon tat assronomers saw 
centuries ago. If it appears to mankind that 
the moou always presents to our view the same 
hemispnere, and never shows us auy part of her 
surface than what has alwars been seen in all 
climes, and at all times, then it must de certain 
that the moou has no revolution ou her axis 
while she glides around the earth in her orbit 

rough that vast ethereal space at the rate of a 

tle more than 1,000 miles an bour. 

Sir isaac Newton has said ‘the motion ot 
planets on their axes is probably caused by cen- 
tripetal and centrifugal forces; but Sir Isaac 
never could explain bow or why these forces do 
or could cause a planet's rotation on its axis, 
nor have i ever found that porson who could. 
Mr. Newton only states a probable cause. He 
was not certain, and those persone, when asked 
by their pupils or any one, to-day, what causes 
a planet to turn on its axis, had best consider 
first why and how, before ther say positively 
mat centripetal und centrifual forves cause this 
motion. If the motion of planets ou heir axes 
is caused by centripetal and centrifugal forces, 
why, then, should not the moon turn on her 
axis? Sir isaac Newton says the same forces 
hold the moon to the earth that held wie earth 
to the sun. if the moon is acted epon by these 
same forces, as she passes rousd the earth in 
her orbit, aud does not revolve on her axis, then 
itis our duty to believe that this probable 
cause has no foundation io reason. 

Ihe observations of astronomers of past and 
present time prove that the moon has no at- 
mospbere, that sue is barrea of this lite-giving 
fluid which we breathe, and is probably desti- 
tute of animal or vegetable life. All planets 
that revolve on their axes have au atmosohere 
or a gaseous fluid surrounding them, which is 
subject to expansion or contraction by heat or 
the absence of heat. 

It is said that the planet Mars has an atmos- 
phere thousands of miles in depth. It makes 
its ditrnal revolution in about twenty-four 
hours. Its axis is inclined from aperpendicular 
about as the earth’s is. 

Because the moon does not tarm on her axis 
is proof to me that she does not possess an at- 
mosphere of auy noticeable depth. If the 
moon had an atmosphere like the earth’s, I be- 
lieve she would move about ber axis in a rotary 
way. If the moon had a deep atmosphere, and 
the heat she received from the earth would ex- 
pand that atmosphere, as the heat from the sun 
expands the earth’s atmosphere, 1 believe, in 
such a state Of nature, the moon, while she con- 
tinued her course iu her orbit arognd the earth, 
on through that ocean of ether into which she 
plunges, would begin and continue a revolution 
on her axis.

A BURNING WELL. 

So much has been said and written about the 
burning well on the Slidell farm, four miles 
our correspondent visit- 
ed the well last Saturd@y, and made a personal 
inspection of it. The well is situated on a high 
ridge in a post-oak grove on the eof what is 
known as the Labadie Prairie, is 155 feet 
deep. It isan ordinary-bored well, eleven inches 
in diameter. The mouth of it is cov- 
ered with a castdron top-piece, having 
an opening about eight iuches in diameter 
through which rushes a continuous current of 
colorless vapor, or gas, havi a pressure of 
about three atmosphefes, and a temperature 
of about 60 deg. By steoping down and 
looking into the oven, the gas can be seen rising 
like the heat froma stove. This is highly 
inflammable, and, upon the application of a 
blake, it ignites with a flash similar to powder. 
lt burps with a steady blaze, which in daylight 
is of a very rich, deep, golden-yellow bue, and 
is very but. The beat from it can be felt very 
sensibly at a distance of twelve or fifteen feet; 
and is said, by tbose who have seen it at night, 
to possess great iliuminating power. ‘The flame is 
readily extinguished by throwmg a wet cloth 
over mouth of the well. It a tube be placed 
over the well, with a half-inch opening in the 
bottom, upon the application of a bottle the 

ress ure is strong enough to produce a whist- 

ing sound that can de heard a distance of over 
a mile. The gas is apparently odorless, though 
some say they can often detect a sulphurous 
smell. There has been no diminution in the 
volume of gas since its discovery, three weeks 
ago. The owner of this well not being present, 
I am unabie to say what his intentions are con- 
cerning it; but I understand he intends utiliz- 
ing the gas fer fuel and illuminating purposes. 
The well is indeed a wonderful curiosity, and 
will afford our scientists a deal of study. 

TEXAS & PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

Tt may be considered as definitly settled that 
work will commence at once on the ex- 
tension of the Texas & Pacific Railroad 
westward from this city. For several days your 
correspondent bas been in possession of infor- 
mation to the effect that arrangements had 
been completed and the work would be com- 
menced; but it came to me in such a shape that 
I was not authorized to give it publicity. Maj. 
Wasbburne, sorveyor, left the Fort yesterday 
morning to make the final survey and location 
west of Weatherford,—an enterprising place of 
about 2,000 inhabitants, thirty miles due west 
of bere; and, as soon as the men, materials, and 
implements can be concentrated upon the line, 
the work will be commenced, and prosecuted 
vigorous y to completion, E] Paso being the 
objective point.

N THE CZAR. 


Alexander's Three Previous Escapes from 
Assasination. 
New Fort Heraid. 

It is searcely seven months ago that the Czar 
stood at the door of the Kasan Cathedral, and 
giving his hand to the officiais of the Empire. 
said: “This is the third time that God has 
saved me. Exactly thirteen years before, on 
the same day of the month, he had knelt in that 
Cathedral and had given thanks to the “ Holy 
Mother of God of’ Kasan that through the 
agency of a pessant, one Osip [vanovitch Kom- 
missaroff, he had been saved from the aesasin’s 
knife. 

Osip Kommissaroft was a young man of 25, 
born in a village belonging to Baron Kaster, to 
whom Kommissaroff stood in the relation of a 
liberated, atnuity-paying serf. Having been 
allowed to go to St. Petersburg and. work in a 
hatter’s shop he rose in his calling, became fore- 
man, and married a peasant girl. He was cele- 
brating his birthday on April 14, 1866, and went. 
to say his prayers in a chapel near the house of 
Peter the Great. Coming to the river side close 
to the marble palace he perceived that the 
bridge was removed and the passage temporari- 
ly interrupted. Retracing his steps he made 
his way to the summer-garden, at the gate of 
which à crowd was assembling around an im- 
perial equipage. Knowing the carriage to be 
the Emperor’s he joined the throng waiting for 
the monarch’s arrival. 

Presently there was a stir and animation in 
the crowd and he saw his Majesty in an over- 
coat. The Czar approached the carriage and 
was putting on bis cloak when a young man who 
had been standing behind Kommissaroff tried 
to push him aside. This individual had re- 
peatedly attempted to make his way through 
the surrounding crowd and get nearer the car- 
riage: but Kommissaroff, wishing to see the 
Emperor, would not suffer him to pass. At last 
the individual succeeded ip squeezing through. 
Komwmisesaroff followed him closely. Hardly had 
the aseasin got to the front ranks when, draw-’ 
ing a pistol from under bis overcoat, he leveled. 
it at the Emperor. Kommissaroff, who had 
noticed the movement, caught up his arm, and, 
turning the pistol from its aim, caused it to dis- 
charge in the air. iu another instant the 
assasin, a student named Karakasoff, was ar- 
rested, and Kommissaroff was lost in the surr- 
ing crowd. ‘The Czar at once drove to the Kasan 
Cathedral. In the evening all Generals, offi- 
cers, and persons baving access at court as- 
sembied in the Winter Palace. The Czar was 
greeted with tumultuous enthusiasm. He at 
once sent for Kommissaroff. ‘The peasant a 
brought before him. He was a youth of midale 
size and boorishin hie manner. The Czar ad- 
vanced and told him that he was raised to the

rank and dignity of a nobleman. Thea all pres- | 


ent repaired to the Preobrakhewski Cathedral. 
‘The town was illuminated, and an immense con- 
course thronged round the palace. It was the 
first murderous attempt on a Czar that was ever 
known in Russian history. 

The second was mae at a grand review given 
at Paris in honor of the Emperor of Russia and 
the King of Prussia. ‘The Czar had been riding 
down the Bois de Boulogne beside the Emperor 
Napoleon. On bis breast was the grand cordon 
of the Legion of Honor and many other decora- 
tions. Instead of the rich saddie-cioth, such as 
the other sovereigns rode on, he had a simple 
bear-skin under the saddle, the spoil of one of 
his bunts in the wiids near St. Petersburg. Tall, 
well-formed, and of graceful the Czar 
bad not bis equal on borseback in dhe entire 
fieid. Officers of every civilized nation swelled

was already in waiting on her Majesty, the 
strange lady inquired for mother Lady of 
Honor, and ascended the staircase of the 
Palace, following the footman wholed her. Bu 
on her doing so, one of the courtiers o 
the palace bappened to look at ber feet and ob- 
served that she bad black boots, which did not 
at ali correspond with her splendid dress. This 
fact was communicated to the public officials, 
and sufficed for exciting their suspicions. The 
lady was, consequently, arrested, and proved to 
be aman in disguise. Itis supposed that the 
Emperor was ioformed of the occurrence dur- 
ing the holy office, as he refused to go through 
the ceremony ef Eastern congratulations uaual 
among the Russian people. is the national 
custom on that day to kiss relatives and ac- 
auaintances on the lips, saving, Christ has 
risen!” The Emperor allowed only very few 
of the highest dignitaries of the State to 
approach him with that congratulation. 
He is even re to have made 
the remark that he was astonished at 
seeing so tew civil persons among those present 
at the nicht service in the Winter Palace. On 
Easter Sunday, the 13th of April, there was 
some talk about all this in the city, but the ill 
humor of the Emperor was explained by the 
state of chronic fear in w be was said to 
have existed for the last few weeks. But on the 
morning of the 14th of April the news spread 
that the Emperor had been fired at during the 
walk he is accustumed to take every morning 
alone in the neighbornood of the Palace. The 
better classes of Russians felt highly indignant 
at the attempt. Although most Russians have 
felt of late the necessity ‘of reforms, and often 
grumbled et their being always deterred, never- 
theless no one even among the disconiented can 
forget that Emperor Alexander it was who lib- 
erated the Russian seris, enslaved during four 
centuries, and scorned the danger of a rising of 
the nobiles, who lost so much at the change.

A Meeting of Milwaukee Business Men te 
Conosider the House of Correction Manage- 
ment—KResolutions Adopted.

Mruwavukes, Wis., Dec. 5.—At 3:30 o’clock 
this afternoon between 300 and 400 people, prin- 
cipally members of the Chamber of Commerce 
and business men, assembied to give exoression 
to their views upon the recent developments in 
the House of Correction management. An or- 
ganization was effected by calling the Hon. 

Alexander Mitchell to the chair, and-appoiating 

C. E. Andrews Secretary. In response to a mo- 

tion the Chair appointed a Committee on Reso- 

lutions, consisting of W. P. McLaren, E. H. 

Brodhead, Eaward Gardner, E. C. Wall, 

Michael Bodden, and William Young. 

Speeches of 2 tem perate character 

were then made by Angus Smith, 

the Rev. Messrs. Gordon and Dudley, and 

United States District-Attorney Hazelton. Mr. 

Gordon cautioned our citizens against expecting 

too much from the new Inspector of the House 

of Correction, Mr. Ries, because the Board of 

Supervisors had handicapped him by removing 

the modes of punishment used in the past and 

providing no new ones, while Angus Smith 
effectually silenced any attempt at individual 
censure by saying, We are not here to punish 
men for deeds done in the past, but to regain 
our fair name by preparing for Detter deeds in 
the future.” 

The resolations reported by the Committee 
and adopted were as follows: 


Waurreas, Public attention has been called to 
the management of the House of Correction. and 
the developments already made show clearly the 
need of a thorough inquiry into tne whole penal 
system of the city, as well as the manner in which 
it is administered; and, 

Wanne. The history of the past reflects not 
only upon the various authorities and their agents. 
who have had contro! and supervision of the House 
of Correction, but upon every citizen and upon the 
good fame of our city; therefore, 

Resolved, That pudlie duty and public interest 
alike demand that the treatment of criminals 
should aim not only at the punishment of crime, 
but, still more, at the reformation of the criminal; 
and experience bas shown that the effort to reform 
criminals can be made in a high degree successful, 
economical, and beneficia] to the community. 

Resolved, That the policy of deriving revenue 


from the labor of convicts should in all cases be 
strictly subservient to the bigber purpose of seex- 
ing to redeem the criminal to an honest and up- 
right course of life. 

Resoived, That the system of placing together 
ali classes and ages of criminais is inbereatly 
wrong. and we bene ve it to be the duty of the city, 
at whatever cost, to provide for the separate care 
of persons convicted of light misdemeanors and 
offenses, of persons in early years, and of more 
hardened criminals and those coavicted of aggra- 
vatea crimes. 

Resoived, That the proper treatment ef crim- 
mals, while it undoubtecly requires great firmness 
and a strict enforcement of discipline, does not in- 
volve either the exercise of cruelty or the use o7 
abusive language; that we keartily deplore the 
fact that the latter have both been in use at the 
House of Correction, and we denounce any of the 
officials who have abused their truat by so doing; 
and that we express our just indignation at the 
action of those members of the Board of Super- 
vieors who have opposed inquiry into the manage- 
ment of the House, and refused to adopt the re- 
port of the Investigating Committee of their own 
num ber. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the community are 
due to the press and to those individuais wuo have 
aided in arousing publie attention to the condition 
of the House of Correction, and in piacing the 
real facts of the case clearly before the puolic. 


Toward the close of the meeting the gag 
which bas caused sucha thrill ot horrorin the 
community, through the recitals of prisoners, 
was exhibited and pretty generally examined 
aud commented upon. 


Our National Flag. 
Raltimora American. 

There fea very interesting volume on our 
National flag about to appear in a second edition, 
the first having been only printed for afew bub- 
lic libraries and friends of the autbor, by Rear 
Admiral George H. Preble, pephew and present 
reoresentative in our navy of the illusirious 
Commodore. The origin of our Stars «and 


Stripes was, like that of almost all other good 


and appropriate things, due to an accident, aud 
such accidenta seem to uphold the doctrine of 
the survival of the fittest, since without such a 
law they are likely to lead to no results what- 
ever. The earliest suggestion of the stars was 
in 1774, when the Massachusetts Spy, puulisb- 
ing an article on the Boston massacre, suggest- 
ed that in the American ensign would bereafter 
sparkle a star 
Which shall shortly flame wide through the spheres, 
Stripes found their way ioto our National 
bunting by appearing ou 4 flag carried pv a 
troop of Philadelphia ligttt-horse, commanded 
by a Danish gentleman, Capt. Markoe. This flag 
is stillin the possession of his descendant, Col. 
Abraham Markoe, who has also the bills for its 
cost in 1775. It cost £1 15s to design (about $7) and 
£8 ($40) to get it up in silk, gold-fringe, and em- 
broidery. The troop of light-horse that owned 
it escorted Gen. Washington to Cambridge 
when he went to take command of the Army of 
the North, and ite thirteen stripes most prob- 
ablv suggested to the General tue idea adopted 
in the banuer of the Nacion. The original de- 
sign in 1777 bore thirteen stripes and thirte:e: 
stars. In 1785 fifteen stripes and fifteen stars 
were for a time adopted. in 1818 there 
was a change in the

stripes for the thirteee original States, and on 
each accession to the Union ap additional star. 
‘The present flag is certainly as pretty a one as 
can be made of bunting, and very suggestive of 
our perpetual increase.

Its Employes Must Take an Oath Mot to 
Join Any Such Organisation. 


Very grave perturbation of spirit is prevail- 
ing just now among the conductors of the South 
Side street-car lines, Caused by a strong dif- 
ference of opinion which has arisen within the 
past two days between them and the manage- 
ment of the Company. As is usually the case, 
the rumors have exceeded the facts,—one to the 
effect that a number of conductors and drivers 
on the Cottege Grove line bad struck ‘proving 
devoid of foundation. The simple facts in the 
case are that within the past month the con- 
ductors and drivers in the employ of the Chi- 
eago City Railway Company have tormed a 
Union, and that the Company, which, within 
a very brief period, has raised the 
wages of the men, objects to the 
Association, and during the past two days bas 
calied upon its employes to take an oath to the 
effect that while they are in the Company’s em- 
ploy they will not be members of the Union. A 
very solid objection to doing so was made, and 
while no unpleasant intimation has been made 
to the employes who declined to take the oath, 
they are pretty much of a mind that disagreea- 
bie consequences are pretty sure to foliow. 

A Trisung reporter called yesterday after- 


noon upon 
MR. C. B. HOLMES, 

Superintendent of the road, and had the fol- 

lowing conversation with bim upon the subject: 

There is some talk of trouble,—of a threat- 
ened strike, in fact, on the part of your conduct- 
ore and drivers. Can you enlighteo me on the 
subject! 

There was a slight intimation of unpleasant- 
ness, but I believe it has all blown over. It 
came about in this way: A couple of days ago 
we discharged, for cause, a conductor who, we 
have sluce learned, was & leading member of 
the Union waich they are wring togetup. We 
received intimation that was ob- 
noxious to some others of the men, but nothing 
as serious as what you s of has occurred, or 
is likely to happen. bat else did you bear 
about it?” 

„ beard that the Company had determined 
to break up the Union, and to that effect had 
prepared an oath which they required, or asked, 


all employes to sign, and that this was the real 


cause of the trouble. 

“Yes, that is true. We did so. Our ides 
was as follows: The whole South Side, you may 
say, are dependent upon our Company for their 
daily travel, and we did not pro if we could 
belp it, to have 25,000 to 30,000 left without 
means of conveyance.” 

“Then you think the Union is looking to- 
wards a strike!“ 

Ido not koow that are. I know noth- 
ing abeut the body, but | suppose it would be 
the same as similar bodies organized in other 
branches of business where large numbers of 
men are employed,—a few irresponsible men 
would obtain the ascendency over the mass, 
who would feel bound to do anything at their 
bidding. Now we do not propose to have the 
Company run by any such body. We think we 
are able to manage it to the best interests of the 
public, the shareholders, and the employes, and 
we do not want, and will not have, any assist- 
ance in the management.” 

Can you let me have a copy of the oath?” 

“No. I think it best not to do so. Matters 
are quiet now, and 1 do not want them stirred 
up unnecessarily.” 

„How many men have signed it?“ 

‘**I cannot tell the exact number; quite a fair 
proportion though. A great many of those who 
objected did so because they did not wish to 
swear. Quite a sufficient number of the men 
have signed it to satisfy us that the object for 
which we prepared it has been accompiished.”’ 

What was that object!“ 

„We wanted to see just how many men there 
were wbo could be relied upon, —to tell how we 
stood with the men,—and the result bas been 
quite satisfactory.”’ 

Are the men who declined to and swear 
likely to be at a disadvantage bereafter?’’ 

„Not at all. The very best feeling should 
prevail between the Company and its employes. 
Some time ago there was a threatening of real 
trouble on accouot of a demand for bigher 
wages, but the Company granted the request, 
and wages are pow 98 cents a week higher than 
they were. There has been no intimation made 
that the present scale of wages is objection- 
able.

He proved to be one of those who had signed 
and sworn as by the Company provided, and he 
frankly acknowledged that he did so because he 
was afraid his head would go off if he did not.

With re- 
gard to the ebject of the Union he believed that, 
bevond a doubt, its members aimed at a farther 
increase of wages,in addition to that which 
had recently been granted by the Com- 
any.

On 
the Indiana avenue line eight signed it out of 
seventy men. The State street and Thirty- 
fourth and Thirty-ninth street men all signed 
it. The Company got at them first and they 
swore defore they knew what they were about. 
They haveu't been to the Archer avenue and 
Halsted street cars yet, and they’d better stay 
at home, as the boys there swear they il hang 
them if they try it on.“ 

„Do you think thatthe Company will re- 
tain the services of the men who have declined 
to swear.”’

A strange and picturesque story comes to us 
from the mountains of Towns County. 

The authority that we have at present is the 
official report of the Deputy in charge of the 
squad which was interested. It appears thats 
few nights ago a Deputy Marshal of Marshal 
Fitzsimmon’s force, with seven assistant Depu- 
ties and eight guards, organised for a raid into 
Towns County.

CALIFORNIA’S VIEWS. 
Te the Editor of The Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 27.—It is a pity The Home 
has taken soto flirting of late.

way asimpleton. Where there is sense an im- 
pression may be made, but without sense to 
work on Ww to the partner. 

i have just been reading in Tux Trrisoune of 
Nov. 22 Topsey Iinkle's letter on John China- 
man. It is admirably true, so far as it goes. 
She might bave gone much further,—probably 
would but for want of space. The Chinese 
question has assumed such alarming proportions 
in California that it is well it should be all 
KDOWD. 

When first the Chinese came they took the 
lowest grade of labor. Our own lowest laborers 
felt the pressure and compiaiped, but were not 
beard. Gradually the Chinaman worked, him- 
self into higher places (they are so patient),— 
they became domestic agrvants. Then the 
women of that class made complaint; it was 
unbeeded. The Chinese entered the fgctories, 
made shoes, hats, clotuing, cigars; every 
brauch of labor. 
complained leudly, still with little effect. But, 
now that the Chinaman bas completed his edu- 
catior. has learned the different trades, the 
method of doing business in this country, bas 
learned to speak, read, and write English, 
has established manufactories of his own, 
wherein, by his cheap labor, he is enabled to 
undersell our own manuiacturers, behold the 
higher classes of labor, invaded by this gentle, 
patieut, submissive, smiling people, complain, 
and the complaint is leud and general. 

One of the California Representatives in 
Congress, Horace Davis, I think, remarked in 
his speech on the subject, ‘wWhinamen never 
change. No, they are always the same cun- 
ning, inscrutable people,—worming their way 
silentiy and patiently, undermining, auperced - 
ing. Everywhere they do well for themselves 
and badiv for others.“ Nearly, if not quite, 
3,000,000 of them are pow scattered throughout 
the different countries, and they are every- 
where the same. 

When Japan was first opened to the Europe- 
aus the Chinese came at once. They interposed 


| between the natives and the Europeans; all 


business was transected through them. They 
understood English and Japanese,—they were 
interpreters, they were “‘compradores.’’ 

Any one who has read that admirable little 
volume, Promenades Japaneses, written by 
Emile Guinet, and illustrated by the brilliant 

oung artist, Felix amey,—two keen-eyed 

renchmen,—will know the meaning of com- 
pradore.“ He is the regular go-between. I 
have a bit, translated for a frieud when the 
volume was first publisbed, and will transcribe 
it for the benefit of those who have not read the 
book. Nothing could better illustrate the situa- 


** What is a compradore?”’ 

“ A compradore is athief made cashier.. Thia 
thiei is patented—cuaranieed by his associates; 
he takes his commission on all payments; as 
domestic customs officer he bas his percentage 
on all that comes in and all that gees out, on 
upsuccess{ul as well as successful transactions; 
on the wages of the employes as well as the 
provisioning of the house; he sucks in money 
at every pore; be is the devil-fish of commerce. 
He takes advantage of the tastes, the defects, 
the vices of his masters, as well as of their 
ignorance, carelesness, and laziness. He in- 
trigues and glories in it. Lf even suspected of 
theilt he is angry. The Japanese dow down to 
him and curse him; Europeans insult him and 
cover bim with gold. 

“The Japanese work, produce, invent, and 
create. They sell rice, alge, silk, objects of art, 
and do not make their expenses.

A QUESTION ANSWERED. 
To the Aditor ef The Tribune. 

Curcago, Dec. 2.—Weak Lungs makes a few 
inquiries regarding the best climate for those 
afflicted with diseases of the respiratory organs. 

Without being able to tell him where the best 
climate is, I feel inclined to give him a little ad- 
vice. I believe that any one afflicted with dis- 
eases of the respiratory organs can find a better 
winter elimate than Milwaukee or Chicago, or 
any of the cities situated on the west shore of 
Lake Michigan. There are about six months in 
the year when it is conductive to the beaith of 
a consumptive to live in Chicago, and there are 
about six months when it would be conducive to 
the longevity of said consumptiveto livesome- 
where else. What is true of Chicago is true of 
any other city ou the west shore of Lake Michi- 
gan unprotected by bluffs, timber, or other 
moderators of air-currents. 

The principal reason for this unsanitary state 
of the climate is severe winds and dampness 
of the atmosphere,—two very great factors in 
the production and perpetuation of lung dis. 
eases. Add to this iowness and dampness of 
soil. which exists in some cases, and we have 
conditions untavorable to weak lungs. I do not 
deny that many people enjoy perfect health 
and sound lungs in the district named, 
bat 1 do contend that for six moaths 
in the vear the ciimate is responsible tor 
one- half to two-thirds of ali the diseases of the 
respiratory organs. Weak Luugs asks where 
the best climate is. In considering this ques- 
tion we must consider what the condition of the 
patient is. is the disease in an incipient stage, 
well established, or far advanced Has the 
patient money, friends, etc.? Is the disease of 
an inflammatory or rapid type, or is it slower 
and more chronic? Ali that be done ia in- 
flammatory or galloping cov@imotion is care, 
home com and palliative medicines. For 
the slower and more chronic forms of diseases 
of the respiratory organs, change of climate, 
with appropriate medical and hygienic treat- 
ment, may prolong life and perhaps cure the 
disease. It is not best to take a consumptive 
far advanced, or ove haying a repid form of the 
disease, a ＋ | distance from some for the sake 
of a change of climate. The wear and excite- 
ment of travel, being among strangers. aud ab- 
sence of home comforts more than counterbal- 
ance any good accomplished dy the change of 
climate. Colorado ds some advantages to 
patients Who have the slower forms of the dis- 
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Florida has 

resort, both for all the large cities bordering on 
the Atlantic and some of the larger Western 
cities. Its principal qualities are sunsbine and 
warmth. To those whe are unable to dear the 
severity of our Northern wioters it offers at- 
tractions. As for any curative rties in its 
atmosphere for consumoptives, I believe there 
is no claim made at present. In earlier times 
investors in its soil Claimed it to be ** consump- 
tives’ peradise,” 1 believe now that it boasts 
of uaught except its favorableaess as a wieter 
resort. ‘The summers are necessarily long, hot, 
and dry as far as rainfall is concerned, The 
atmosphere derives more or less humidity from 
ocean and gulf. 

California has all sorts of climate, I venture 
to say that within its borders you cen find any 
climate that exists in the United States; per- 
beps slightiy modified in some cases. 10 the 
northern part you can find a climate as cold 
as Wisconsin, and in its southern part 
a climate ag bot and dry as Texas 
or Florida. I. opelieve more variability 
exists in its climate within a radius of 
ten to fifty miles than in any other State iu the 
Union. Having traveled over different por- 
tions of the State, I believe there are some 
parts of it which would be beneficial to 6 con- 
sumptive. Its wacCessibility must prove a bar 
to its ever beconting a popular resort for in- 
valids. In seeking a new bome in a strange 
land many things have to be considered, espe- 
claHy by the inyalid. If he hate money and 
friends, let bim consult his pleasure. If not. 
let him well consider the matter befure making 
the change. Of the places in California, Santa 
Rosa is & most beautiful inland town, with 6 
climate unsurpassed by any ether in the State. 
It is ju the midst of a five fruit aud grain 
region, with railroad facilities. San Raphael 
also possesses a beautiful climate, and is uear 
San Francisco. San Francisco itself is too 
damp and windy, and is injurious to those hav- 
ing lung complaints. Los Angeles, in the 
seuthern part, possesses a pleasant winter 
Climate, bat is too bot and dry in summer. 


SOUTHERN ALABAMA. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 1.—Seeing a request in The 
Home for information from Weak Lungs, I 
thought I would write and saya word about 
Southern Alabams. I spent one winter there in 
the backwoods, about eight miles from Mobile 
Bay and about thirty miles from the City of 
Mobile. Starting from Mobile on the steamer 
you arrive at Point Clear wharf, to flod « horse- 
car to carry you a mile, the length of the waarf, 
to the Graun Hotel, which ig used as a summer 
and winter resort for invalids and for wealtby 
persons who spend their winter months in the 
South. It is also used asa summer resort by 
the citizens of Mobile and vicinity. Then, when 
you are rested from the fatigue of your jour- 
ney, take a jaunt twelve or fifteen miles into 

backwoods, and stay there for five or six 
months, once in a while (say once or twice a 
week) visiting a turpentine distillery and inhai- 
ing the odors of the resin as it is runoff. And 
with a little light work when you go down there, 
increasing it as you fod yourself able, 
l will guarantee that, after you bave spent 
three months there, you will find yourself 50 
per cent better than you were when you ar- 
rived. I[spenta part of a winter and apring, 
until about the middle of June, in the soutb- 
ern portion of Baidwin County, on the east 
shore of Mobile Bay, on a tributary of that 
body of water kaown as fish River, and, by tak- 
ing such exércise as rowing, bathing, and a 
little work, I man to bring myself to feel 
100 per cont better than if I had staid up iu 
this region of catarrh and consumption. Plenty 
of hunting and fishing tend to make life enjoy- 
able while down there. BaLDWI.

In October, 1877, the planing-mill was leased to 
Morris Biers for $500 a vear, and he transferred 
the lease to Mrs. Hepp, and she sold all her 
interest for $14,700, but it is claimed this only 
operated to convey her stock. It is also alleged 
that Hepp only turned over a small portion of 
his personal property, sold the remainder 
and converted the same to his own use. The 
property was sold ander & trust-deed in April 
just to Henry Giledorf for $1,000 and again un- 
der a second mortgage, but complainant charges 
that all these copvevances and transfers were 
fraudulent and void and sboula be set aside, 
and the property sbould be sold for the benefit 
gf the creditors of Hepp.

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TOWN CONSOLIDATION, 


There Is No Legal Obstacle to Oppose It, 


1 the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cuicaco, Dec. 5.—Many voters who cast thetr 


‘ballots For park district “ at the late election 


will hardly be willing to concur with the learned 
counsel, whose views have been expressed that 
the Legislature, the County Board, and the 
electors of the towns have all united in a faux 
pas; that, through blunders in legislation, the 
whole attempt to unite the three towns in Chi- 
cago is abortive. 

The Townsbip-Organization law of 1874 gave 
power to the County Board to alter the bound- 
aries of towns, and to divide or enlarge towns 
to suit the convenienee of the inbabitants, no 
town, however, to be made of less extent than 
seventeen square miles, and no boundaries to 
be charged without notice in the several towns 
interested. When parts of several towns are 
taken to make a new town no election is re- 
quired in the towns from which the territory is 
taken, and the office of any town officer contin- 
uing to reside in the new town at once becomes 
vacant. 

The last section of the article on this subject 
provided that the County Board shall have full 
power and jurisdiction to unite two contiguous 
towns into one; but no such union should be 
made except upon petition of voters and elec- 
tion; and if the voters should elect to have the 
towns united, then the County Board might 
declare them united, give the new town a name, 
though the union should not be complete till 
the expiration of the term of the officers then 
holding the town offices. 

The effect of this section seems to be, that 
the County Board shall not unite two towns 
except upon petition and the vote of the people 
of the two towns to be united. There are cases, 
where power is conferred, that the expression of 
one thing excludes all power over the snbject 
except in the particular case stated: Expressi0 
unſus est exciusio aiterius’’; but this statute 
does not seem to intend that regult, and the 
true construction is to be collected from view of 
the whole act. Looking at the language of the 
whole act, if in any particular clause there is an 
expression not so extensive in ita import as 
those used in other parts of the same act, and 
from the more large and extensive expressions 
used in other parts the real intention of the 
Legislature cao be eollected, it is the duty 
of Judges to give effect to the larger expres- 
sions. Sometimes in statutes “cases are put 
by way of example, and not as ercluding otber 
things of a similar nature.“ (Dwarris, 702-713.) 
Instances of this character have not been infre- 
quent in thie State, anda true icterpretation of 
the Township-Organization law can hardly pro- 
hibit the union of three towns where the con- 
venience of the inhabitants requires it and the 
matter has been submitted to and voted for by 
them as specified in the statate. 

ln 1877 amendments were made by which, 
first, the County Board may provide that the 
territory embraced within any city shall be 
organised as a town, provided such terri 
sball have a population of not less than 8, 
and provided the City Council éball by resolu- 
tion request such action by the County Board; 
second, the territory of any city now organized 
within the limite of any county under tow u- 
saip organization, and not situated within any 
town, shall be deemed a town; third, the pos- 
ers vested in such towns shall be exercised by 
the City Councfl. It is clear from the whole act 
that the word territory where used means all 
the territory embraced by the boundaries of the 
city; that, if such territory bas been organized 
into towns, or parts of towns, if ft contains 
3,000 people, the County Board may create it 
into one town without notice and without elec- 
tion in the fowns, the request of the City Coun- 
cil being substituted; and if such territory bas 
not been organized asa town, or part of a town, 
it is by the act so organized, without reference 
to its area or population, and without any action 
by the County Board. In the first clase of 
cities the limitation of the general law as to 
area is taken away; in the second the limita- 
tions as to area and population; in both when 
organized ali the powers of the towns are to be 
exerted hy the City Council. 

In 1879 a law provided that where a town 
being one of two or more towns tor park pur- 
poses, whose Commissioners are corporate 
authorities thereof, duly authorized to levy 
taxes for park purposes. shall, by order of the 
County Board, be annexed to or consolidated 
with another town or towns, the County Board 
shall first submit to the electors at the Novem- 
ber election the question whether the park dis- 
trict shall be preserved. Such electiun to be con- 
ducted and returns made, canvassed, and con 
tested in the same manner as elections fo 
county officers. And if such park district is so 
estabiisbed by the electors the County Board 
may proceed to consolidate the town with other 
town or towns in the manner provided by law. 

The election having been beld, and its result 
uncontested, and the request of the City 
Couneil superseding the necessity of submitting 
the question of consolidation to the voters, it fs 
difficult to see any lack of power in the County 
Board to create a town of limits co-extensive 
with the City of Chicago, or any way in which 
the powers and acts of such town could be 
attacked. EpWwakpD Rosy.

sent the following dispatch to Maj. Morrow at 
Fort Bavard, dated at Sdota Fe, Nov. 26: 


A gentleman named Webb, now traveling in tha 
southern portion of the Territory with Gov. Wal- 
lace. is a correspondent of the ew Merico Heraid, 
published at Las Vegas, and, under date of Nov. 
13, writes to that paper from Albuquerque, stating 
that since your return you have been 
followed by Victoria, that more depreda- 
tions have deen committed by the Indians 
near the scene of former depredations, and we are 
positively informed that nine men have been kilied 
at MeEver's ranch and four at other places near 
this by Victoria's band since your return, and tha: 
cituzens confirm the reports. and that the Indians 
are as bad as ever, running off stock, etc. These 
statements bear every evidence of being false, 
nothing relative to them, or even rumors, havin 
been reported. Please investigate, and inform this 


office. if there is any truth whatever in the state- 
ments mentioned, as soon as possible. 

The following answer shows conclusively that 
the sensational reports recently published are 
wholly without foundation: 


Fort Bararp. N. M., Nov. 26.—The peport 
that Indians are in this country and are committing 
depredations, that I was follewed back by Victo- 
ria, and that men had been Killed by Victoria at or 
pear Hilisboro or McKver's ranch, is absolutely 
false. There is not an Indian in the country ex- 
cept eur scouts, nor has there been since I ve 
Victoria out of the country. mendacious citizens 
to the Contrary notwithstanding. Maney with his 
scouts is at Cummings’ Stonting the country. 
Weight has a detachment of thirty cavalry and ten 
Navajées at McEver'’s, Twelve men are at Chase's, 
on the Animas. I receive reports every day from 
my Outposts, and the rumors I hear are too ridicu- 
lous and too baseless to merit attention.

EUROPEAN DIPLOMACY. 


The Game of Reconstracting Poland. 
New York Times. 

The knowledge that journalists have of the 
most important diplomatic secrets is simply 
astonishing. There is scarcely an American 
newspaper to-day that is not thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the most secret intrigues of. Bis- 
marck and the inmost thoughts of Gortschakoff. 
Even the Oshkosh Bugle knows all about the 
recent treaty with Germany and Austria, and 
the exact force the two countries will put into 
the field when they goto war with Rassia and 
France. It is rather odd, however, that the pre- 
cise origin of the treaty in question has not yet 
been mentioned, and though, of course, all the 
newspapers have the facts in their possession, 
they have curiously enough forborne to publish 
them. How Russia and France came to an 
agreement, and how Bismarck thereupon went 


to Austria and concocted a plan of thwarting 


the Russo-French designs, is a story which 
ought to interest every one who has mourned 
the fate of Poland. 

Last summer, or, to be exact, last August, 
the French Ambassador at St. Petersburg called 
on Prince Gortschakoff, and with him optained 
an audience with the Czar. The latter, firat 
searching the two etatesmen lest they should 
bave a Nihilist concealed about their persons, 
asked them to be seated and to explain their 
wishes. Thus encouraged, the Freuch Ambas- 
sador began by remarking that there could be 
no doubt that there is an uncalled for quantity 
of Germans. We need,” said he, say. four 
Germans to make historical and critical investi- 
gations, two more to write music, and two to 
manufacture beer. All Germans in excess of 
these are obviously superfluous.” The Czar 
assented warmly to this view, but Gortschakoff 
insisted that eight Germans were six too many. 
“The two Germans for deer purposes are all 
that are needed, he remarked, “ and I strongly 
protest against the other six that bis 2 
the French Ambassador woald unwisely permit 
to extst.“ 

The Frenchman politely consented to waive 
the six disputed Germans, and proceeded to set 
forth bis olan of abolishing the rest of the Ger- 
man Empire. He said that France couid puta 
million of men in the field on the west of Ger- 


many, and that the Czar could attack the ecast- 
ero froutier with a million more. Thus they 
would dave, in row numbers, two men to 
every one that Germany could raise.

Bas tile where my brother suffered. I look upon 
it now, and find it a little, old, dried- up, God - 


forsaken place, with the same walls of the 
„Capitol“ crumbling into their shameful de- 


eay,—a fit symbol of the forum of civilization 


that was sought to be forced upon that virgin 


soll. Just beyond, at Topeka, the rival Capi- 
tal, | find now the thrift, and life, and power 
that attend the other style of civil affairs.” I 
find there a city for ‘which the Government is 
building a stately Custom-House and Pos:-Of- 
fice; for whicn the State is building the second 
wing of the elegant Capitol; which bas two 
trunk-lines of railway, with the headquarters 


and the shops of one of them (tne Atchison, 


Topeka & Santa Fe) located there; and which 
shows everywhere the vigor of this Stalwart 
State. 


At that time I had the pleasure of going 


around with Gov. Robinson to the few settle- 


ments of the Territory, discussing the princi- 
ples involved in the Free-State issue. We soon 
finished up the job. But it would take a long 
time now to get around among the communi- 
ties that make up the 900,000 of the population 
of Kansas, of whom 300,000 have come along 
the last two years. 80 late as that fall of 1857 
it was not safe for us to venture into Fort 
Scott, where now fs that thriving city of liberty- 
loving people. 

was here again just after the sacking of this 
young city and the massacre of its 200 citizens 
by Quantrell and his band. I saw the remnant 
wheeling out the ashes and embers to rebuild, 
I saw the fresh trench where the gathered 
dead had deen buried, because there 
was not force enough left to give each 
one a separate graye. Over that same trench 
the people each vear hold a memorial service. 
They tell me here that Quantrell bad lived in 
the place before he lea in the final shock of 
assassination. With a band of kindred spirits, 
pretending to be an Abolitionist, be would sally 
over into Missouri, capture a lot of slaves, and 
then take the reward-money for restoring them. 
In Texas [ came across the place where be and 
dis men wintered after their work at Lawrence. 
Mine host said that the stories of murder with 
which the outiews entertained themselves were 
blood-curdling indeed. 

Why recite these things? Only to freshen the 
spirit of gratitude that those times have passed 
away, and that peace prevails in all parts of our 
land. The man who in Texas, during that wio- 
ter, served Quantrell as blacksmith and gun- 
smith. condemned those massacres as much as 
1 could. 

Are the exodiste still coming? I had er- 
pected to find the stream drying up. But it 
starts ju from another source. Gov. St. John 
teils me that 600 wagons are just now coming 
into the Muthern part of the State from Texas. 
One thousand have landed from Parsons in 
three weeks.—ail coming from Grimes County, 
in Texas. Two thousand more are expected 
from that same county by April next. These 
recruits are generally well clad, and a majority 
of them have a little means ahead. 

What is the cause? At first 1 thought it a 
craze, like’ that which crowded the Azof. A 
Presbyterian clergyman in South Carolina, who 
bas been in charge there of a Freedmen’s Acad- 
emy for ten years, tod me that, at that time, 
the colored people in that region 
got the notion that the Indians 
were coming back to repossess their land, and 
that so the black man would have te go.“ 
But this exodus is too deep and persistent a 
movement for acraze. I cannot find the cause 
in Kansas. One city refused to allow its invoice 
of a ship-load to land, and sent it on to the next. 
The Mayor of another city, as a car-load had 
been left at the depot, was about to call his 
Common Council together to resist the en- 
croachment, when citizens relieved his embar- 
rassment by taking the cargoio hand. Kansas 
has a great deal of pride in the quality of the 
immigrants attracted to her domain, She feels 
that such an influx wil lower the average of 
her respectability. Her people, as they run, 
bave the ordinary prejudice against anything 
like social contact with these despised ex- 


Slaves. They feel the gravity of the matter of 
filling up their public schools with these untu- 
tored children. In the same grade the colored 


pupils must de larger and strouger than the 


white; and, as a matter of fact, some of them 
are found to be juvenile bullies and bulldozers. 
Kansas did not send for these people; but, 
when they come, sbe says: If we have no bu- 
manity, no philanthropy, we have the pride of 
our State history to maintain; let them come,— 
we'll take care of them.“ 


Nor do I find the cause among the mission- 
aries and teachers of the freedmen down South. 


We do not encourage the exodus, 1 bave not 
found one of our workers that did. We recog- 
nize the richt of American citizens to remove at 


their pleasure. We submit to the inevitable. 


We suggest the risks,—also the wisdom;of let- 
ting well enough alone. It hurts us to have 
some of our churches and schools broken up by 
this hegira. Nor can 1 find the cause in the 
work of missiouaries. In a year of travel at the 
South I have found but one, and be was an 
educated colored man, Who was an agent cf 
Western railway companies; and he confined 
his service to the state of Kentucky. 


I can find no other cause than one con- 


stantiv given by the exodiste themselves: dis- 
satisfaction with the treatment they get at the 
South. But here there must be discrimination, 
There are multitudes of govd and humane peo- 
ple at the South, who wish the colored people 
well, and who do them justice, Yet where are

He had 
everything in apple-pie order, aud bas reduced 
his work to a regular system, He 
keeps an accurate account of 
the drugs that he issues, and a liquor-book in 
which he enters and charges up ali the —— 
that go to the different wards. Each ward has 
a book of its own, in which are written the 
prescriptions of the attending physicians oy 
themselves. Whefi the druggist fills a prescrip- 
tion he checks it off, and, should any patient 
be discharged before his medicine is used up, 
the bottles are preserved and sent back to the 
dispensary, where they are taken care of until 
the same prescription is called foragain. It was 
formerly the custom, the reporter was told, to 
throw the medicine, bottle and all, away as 
soon as a patient bad finished using it, thus 
making a great deal of unnecessary ex- 
pense to the county. Whenever Mr. 
Franks allows an instrument to go 
oat of bis possession he charges it to the at- 
tending physician, who tekes it, or rather he 
takesa receipt from the Doctor. He claims 
that in the matter of liquor alone be has re- 
duced the amount of whisky consumed from 
fifty galions a month to sixteen, and that he 
has made a great reduction in the amount of 
drugs consumed. He was reminded by the re- 
porter that the present County Board was en- 
titled to eome credit for the salvage of liquor, 
for, it he bad the old Board of 1876 to deal wi 
he could not have made so much of a boast o 


economy in this line. At any rate, there

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THE LYNN OPERA-HOUSE. 
New York Timea. 


The Town of Lynn, Mass., is one of the most 
quiet and old-fashioned of New-Eugland towns. 
It bas a fine sea-beach, and thirty years ago was 
quite a popular sea-side resort; but for some 
reason Boston decided that Lynn was not fash- 
lonable, and, according?y, its beach was prompt- 
ly deserted. At the present time the town is 
almost as staid and serious as it was in the last 
century, and the spirit of the Puritans rules its 
public and private affairs. Nevertheless, Lynn 
bas an opera-bouse. The building was formerly 
the Congregational lecture-room, and was used 
for town meetings; but early this fall it was 
resolved to convert it into an opera-house suit- 
able for the performance of “Pinafore” and 
other strictly moral plays. Naturally, there 
was a great deal of opposition to this on the 
part of the older inhabitants. They insisted 
that an opera-house was but a theatre 
writ. large, and thatit would demoralize the 
young, and bring the tou into disrepute. The 
opera-house party, on the other hand, claimed 
that the building would never be used for plays 
to which apy Intelligent moralist could object,

New Tonk, Dec. -5.—The Stock Exchange 
markets continue quiet, and spechlation is slug- 
gish. Speculative railroad bonds are higher, 
with the largest transactions in Erie séconds 
and Kansas & Texas issues. The stock mar- 
ket at the ovening was irregular, but generally 
tamer. There was then an advance until near 
noon; then a slight decline; later an advance 
again, the fluctuations being withio narrow lim- 
its, and for the most part a broker’s market. 

The Post says: The statement of the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern Railroad Company’s busi- 
ness and expenses is the most favorable exhibit, 
all things considered, that has been 
made by any railroad company since 
the turn for the better -in the 
general tide of business. The road earned, it 
appears, during the six months, 7 per cent on 
preferred stock, and about UU ver cent on the 
common. It is to be said, however, that in 1878 
the road earned in the corresponding six months 
about 70 per cent of the totais applicable to 
stock during the whole year. Assuming in the 
six months covered by the Statement 70 per 
cent of all that will be earved for the share- 
holdersduring the whole fiscal year was then 
earned, the result for the year would be 10 per cent 
for the preferred shareholders, and about 9 per 
cent for the common. Whether all of this will 
be divided is another question, but there should 
be no doubt of both classes of stock receiving 7 
per cent each this rear.”

An adjourned meeting of St. Patrick’s So- 
clety wes held last nicht at the Grand Pacific.

aid, by legitimate meaus and agencies, the las- 
ful efforts of the Irish tenantry to effect 
a reform in the Land laws of the 
country, and this Society indorses with equal 
beartiness and emphasis the address and reseid- 
tions which were read and adopted on the occasion, 
and which admirabiy embodied the spirit and pur- 

we of the meeting, and fairly represent, we de- 

ieve, the seniiment of our whole people, 

Resolved, That $100 be sow appropriated from 
the funds of the Society towards the relief of the 
distressed poor in Ireland, and the President is di- 
rected to transmit the same to the venerable Arch- 
bishop McHale, to be applied in his discretion for 
the purpose indicatea; and we furthe: pledge our- 
selves, individually and as a society, to aid the 
efforts that may be made In this city to secure suo- 
scriptions for this purpore. 

Mr. B. Callaghan suggested that $500 should 
be the least sum they should subscribe. The 
proposition was received with favor, and John 
J. McGrath said be would give $50. J. M. 
Smyth, P. H. Rice, and B. Callaghan at once 
promised to give a like sum each. The Chair 
said ne would undertake to raise $500 himself, 
and instructed the Secretary to book him for 
$25 right away. Mr. McGrath theo seized a 
sheet of paver and made the cireuit of the 
room to secure subscriptions. . The result was 
that, including the. sams above stated, nearly 
$500 were at once subscribed.

THE FIELD AND STABLE.

Probably a Bad Tumor-Lameness in & 
Horse, 8 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

CMA, III., Dec. 4.—The following comes 
from Corning, Ia. : 

VIIIa: I have a valuable bull; and 
some ten days since I noticed 4 swelling under its 
jaws. It was feverish and sore. Since then it is 
collecting on the left jaw. I suspect, if opened, 
it would contain corruption. I also suspect the 
cause was a bruise by the animal feeding ont of 
too higb a manger. If allowed to remain, I de- 
lieve it will ternunate in big jaw. Please inform 
me what to do for said bull, and save me a couple 
of hundred dollars. DaNIEL LEONARD. 

Answer—Tumors, or swellings, on the jaws 
of cattle are rather frequent. The same are 
either common, inflammatory swellings, which 
scatter; or terminate in stppuration; or they 
are of a malignant, and even a cancerous char- 
acter. The latter class of tumors is very often 
met with in certain localities, while in others 
they are scarcely ever observed. They are 
usually very painful, distinctly limited, shghtly 
movabie, and not attached to the bone. After 
some time,—sometimes not before six months, 
or even a year,—a small, deep-seated, abscess is 
formed, which, when opened, discharges a small 
quantity of thick, white or slightly yellowish, 
and very stringy or ropy matter. Once ovened, 
the abscess, if such it may be called, does not 
beal; on the contrary, a morbid granulation, or 
a production of morbid cells, makes it appear- 
ance, and the surface of the tumor is constant- 
ly raw, or covered perhaps with brownish 
scabs, blood, and whitish matter, and presents 
somewhat the appearance of a cauliflower. 
Arrived at this stage the whole tumor is of a 
decidedly cancerous character, and can be per- 
manently removed only by a most energetic 
operation. An extirpation by means of the 
knife seldom does any good, except perhaps 
during the first stage of development, before 
any abscess bas been formed. The following 
treatment bas proved successful: Take half an 
ounce of unadulterated arsenious acid, two 
drachms of caustic potash, three to four drachms 


of gum-Arabic, and one ounce of water; mix 
the whole thoroughly so as to form a thick lini- 
ment or a thin ointment, and put it in a quinine 
or a morpbine bottle. Further, have on band a 
small buoch of raw cotton or cotton-batting, 
and ea piece of wood, six or 
eight inches long, one inch wide, and 
half an inch thick, the corners nicely rounded 
off, and one end tapering to a pommt from ever 
side or direction. These things at hand, an 
within easy reach, fasten the animal’s head 
securely to a stout post, take a sharo-pointed 
knife and make an incision into the tumor clear 
to its centre or core; then take a little cotton, 
wrap it loosely around the pointed or tapering 
end of the piece of wood, dip it into the lini- 
ment, and press it into the centre or core of the 
tumor. As the piece of wood is tapering, it will 
be easy to withdraw the same, and to keep the 
small bunch of cotton, coated with the arsenic- 
mixture, in the interior of the tumor. If the 
latter is not filled by one bunch of cotton push 
in a second or a third oe, but 
take care not to bring the very 
poisonous and corrosive liniment in contact 
with the hands or with healthy tissue. After 
as much of the arsenic-mixture as possible bas 
thus been introduced into the interior of the 
tumor, the animal may be released, and nothing 
further will be necessary. The tumor iteelf will 
soon commence to swell to about double its 
size; but in about three or four days the swell- 
ing will have reached its hight, and will gradu- 
ally subside again. In two to four weeks a 
white line (line of demarkation) will make its 
appearance around the tumor, and the latter 
itself will have become hard and painless. The 
line of demarkation will gradually become 
plainer and thicker; the tamor will somewhat 
sbriok, and will finally drop out in about six 
weeks to three months. The sore left bebind 
will be comparatively small, ana will heal within 
a short time. 

Sometimes a hard, distinctly limited, but per- 
fectly immovable swelling makes its appearance 
on the jaws of cattle. Such a swelling proceeds 
either from the bone or from the periosteum. 
If the cause of the — to the bone or perios- 
teum can be removed,—if the same for instance, 
consists in a carious tooth,—a cure is possible, 
at any rate during the first stage, or as long as 
po serious morbid changes in the bove itself 
have been produced. If the periosteum has 
been injured by a bruise, the tumor has to be 
opened, and the injured or ulcerating part of 
the periosteum, or of the bone, must be removed, 
or be destroyed, either by means of the knife, of 
a bot iron, or with caustics,—concenireted car- 
bolic acid, for instance. If this is done, the in- 
jared part of the bone will be brought to erfolia- 
tion, and a healing will be effected. If, however, 
the morbid process bas made considerable prog- 
ress, and the jaw-bone has become extremely 
degenerated (honeycombed), auy attempt te 
effect a cure will be in vain.

Designs for Country- House- Broken Lege 
More About Pear-Blight—Regulating Sex 
Old er New Corn for Pigs ?—Fattening 
Poultry for Market—Agricultural Institute 
—Growing Fears. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

CHAMPaton, III., Dec. 4—A friend writes to 
us to kuow what book to purchase that will 
give him an idea of how to build a farm-house. 
There are several works on architecture,—the 
principal one always recommended to people 
Who live in the country being “ Downing’s 
Country-Homes’ » Allen's Rural Archi- 
tecture”’ is also a standard work. The great 
trouble with the most of the plans in these 
books is their expense. A frame-cottage, such 
as would be required for a moderate family on 
an 80 or 160-acre farm, is made to cost more 
than the farm itself. What is wanted is a cheap 
book, with plans of houses costing from $500 to 
$3,000. Of course the former-priced dwell- 
ing will not contein «a very great 
vumber of rooms, nor would it be fitted up 
with bot and cold water and other conveniences. 
Very few farm-dwellings contain as many con- 
veniences az they should,—being most frequent- 
ly built as the family. necessities require aadi- 
tions, with regard to sleeping accommodations 
more than anything else. A perusal of either 
of the above books will benefit any one who has 
balf an idea of what he requires. 

BROKEN LEGS. 

It is usually the custom, where an animal 
breaks ite leg, to at once destroy it. This is 
not always necessary; in fact, several years agoa 
neighbor who was called to kill a horse at another 
neighbor's, because its leg was broken, asked 
if he might have the horse; and, on recetvlng an 
affirmative answer, he proceeded to splinter the 
leg,—a hind one,—and, in a couple of months, 
he had a good serviceable horse, greatly to the 
surprise of the original owner of the beast, 
who looked upon it with covetous eyes. A cor- 
respondent of the American Cultivator declares 
that most cases of broken limbs can be cured, 
and thus gives his manner of treatment: 


The difficulty of managing an animal in the ordi- 
nary way is, that it keeps straining the leg. thus 
preventing the broken parts from knitting togeth- 
er. If the leg is swollen, cold water is one of the 
best applications for removing the swelling, and 
this should have immediate attention. After the 
bone is carefully set, incase the fractured parts 
(also a space above and below them) with heavy 
leather something like a boot-leg. Tin or wood 
might anewer the same purpose.. It should be 
large enough to leave two inches space all around 
the leg, which space should be filled in solid with 
wet plaster-of-Paris. The latter will harden very 
quickly and hole the bone as securely in position 
os though it were in a block of wood, still allowing 
a free circalation of blood within the leg. 

MORE ABOUT PEAR-BLIGHT. 

Every little while some one discovers a new 
and sure cure for pear-blight. The field is one 
worth working, and the biessings of the people 
of the whole country, if nothing more substan- 
tial can be obtained, would be the portion of the 
man who discovers a cure or a preventive. The 
Gardener's Monthly has the following pew on 
this subject, although the application of lioseed- 
oil is not new to us: 

It has been shown, by careful microscopic exam- 
ination in its earliest stages, that the disease is 
caused by a minute fungus which develops in the 
dark and penetrates inwardly, destroying the cell - 
structure as it proceeds. The fungus is so small 
that the distinguished investigator, Dr. J. Gibbons 
Hunt, under a powerful microscope, could not dis- 
tinguish the species; bat this is of no consequence. 

This being the cause of the disease, the preveat- 
ive is obvious. Any one who is in a neighborhood 
liable to blight can have immunity by washing his 
trees annually with pure linseed-oil, sulphur- wash, 
or any other thing that will kill a fungoid spore 
witbout injury to the bark, Of course, spores 
may get intoacrevice where the washes cannot 
reach; and hence there may be some cases where, 
even though the trees be washed, there will be 
disease. The cause of the disease has n 80 
clearly demonstrated, and the remedy so patent, 
that cases of fre- bligut only prove wnorance 
or neglect. 


Some years ago a friend of ours painted some 
dwarf-pears, far gone with the blight, with raw 
linseed-oil; and, greatly to our surprise, the 
blight stopped, and the trees afterward pro 


duced several good ‘crops of pears. They ulti- 


mately died, however, one one, and none are 
left to tell the tale.’ Ai cher neighbor used 
some boiled linseed-oil 8 Young apple-trees, 
and it kilied every one. 

REGULATING SEX. 


A writer in the New-Engliand Farmer has 
called up the subject of regulating the sex of 
farm-animals at will, and cites several experi- 
ments to prove that it can successfully be done, 
The idea was, we believe, first broached by 
Prof. Thurv, of Switzerland. Practicaliy we do 
not believe that much, if any, use bas been 
made of this discovery, if it reaily be one. An 
experiment tried in Switzerland in 1867 resulted 
as follows: 


I desired to have heifers. My cows were of the 
Schurtz breed, and my bull a pure Durham. I 
succeded in three cases. Having bought a pure 
Durham cow, it was important to me to have a 
new dull to supersede the one 1 bad bought at 

reat expense, without leaving to chance the pro- 

nction of a male. Accordingly, I followed the 
advice Of Prof, Thury, and the success has proven 
once more the correctness of his law. I have ob- 
tained from my Durham bull six more bulls for 
field-work, and, having chosen cows of the same 
color and hight, I obtained perfect matches of 
oxen. In short, I have made twenty-nine experi- 
mente after the new method, and in every one I 
succeeded in the production of what I was look- 
ing for. —male or female. I had not one single 
failure. All the experiments have been made by 
myself, without any other person's intervention; 
consequently Ido declare the law discovered by 
Prof. Thury to be real and accurate.

vation or experience. 


OLD OR NEW CORN FOR Pias? 


Prof. G. E. Morrow furnishes the Champaign 
Gazette with the following interesting results of 
a feeding experiment: 

To note the effect of feeding new corn to pigs, 
compared with that of old corn, four pigs were se- 
lected from stock on the Ilijinois Industrial Uni- 
versity farm, Sept. 5. 1879. Two were Berkshires,’ 
and two Poland-Chinas. Two were in medium 
flesh, and each pair much alike in form, — fair 
specimens of the breeds. One of each was 
placed in each of two pens, and for six weeks one 
pair was fed old corn, —the other new corn, a com- 
mon Dent variety being selected; of course, it was 
far from mature at the first, —quite well ripened at 
the last. By busking rows on each side of those 
from which the corn fed had been taken, this 
husking being done in November, a fair approxi- 
mation of the quantity of the new corn eaten in 
each of the three periods of two weeks was ob- 
tained. For this corn 75 pounds was allowed as 
weight of a bushei of ears; for the old corn, 68 
pounds. The table gives some of the results:

On tne basis stated above, there was eaten, 
omitting fractions, 785 pounds old shelled corn, 
divided between the three ferme as follows: 246, 
263, 275. This produced 114 pounds of pork, 
divided as follows: 49, 29, 36. 

Of the new corn there was eaten 610 pounds, in 
this division: 200, 205, 105. Thie produced 125 
pounds of pork, divided between the three periods 
thus: 56, 31, 38. 

It will be noticed the ovantity of old corn eaten 
increased with each period; that of the pew corn 
decreased. The largest and smallest gains were 
made on the old corn. For about three weeks one 
of the Poland-China pigs did not thrive well. Each 
of the Berkshires did better than either of the Po- 
land-Chinas. In neither case is the gain unusually 
large for the quantity consumed. 

FATTEDING POULTRY FOR MARKRT. 


There is a great deal of money invested in 
poultry, and better care and more attention are 
being paid to it all over the country. Better 
breeds, both for eggs and for market, are now 
more common than they were ten years ago.

. GROWING FEARS. 

There never was a cropgrown that some one 
did not predict disaster. A few weeks ago the 
agricultural papers teemed with notices of the 
danger that threatened the wheat crop from its 
“jointing.”’ That fear ing been set at rest, 
now comes the danger of Hessian fly and chinch- 
bugs. Either insect is enough alone, but to 
have a visitation of both the same season would 
be oiling it up rather seep. Yet it is a fact 
that, as food for insects ipcreases, so do their 
numbers; and we should not be sur to see 
an increase of both these cts in the wheat- 
fields next year. Insects iscrease and diminieh 
according to natural laws. and it will take two 
or three years to’complets the cycle. As the 
Hessian increases with ite food, so does the 
parasite of that insect incréase; but the one is 
generally a season behind the other, so that one 
crop of wheat will usually fall a prey before Na- 
ture brings up reinforcements. e therefore, 
for these reasons, look for egreatly diminished 
yield of wheat iu those sections where two 
crops have succeeded each other. RURAL

Killen and Mr. Daly stand, however, in a lower 
category; and to inelude these persons in the 

action thus taken is to increase the risk of its 
failure, and still more to endanger the future 
peace, by creating a pew opportunity for an ex- 
citing diversion of agitation into the safer chap- 

nel of the ‘sympathy’ movement which has 
been already started. Mr. Killen and Mr. Daly

The 

situation is exactly what answers the party agi- 

tation, and Mr. Parnell has quite wit enough to 

make the most of the tempting opportunity.“ 

The Dublin Express observes: ‘ For the last 
three months the public have looked on with 
amazément at the forbearance displayed by the 
Government. Day after day seditious language 
bas been used, the law has been openly set at 
defiance, aud an attempt made by revolutionary 
means to wrest the land from its richt ful 
owners. if this forbearance had been carried 
mach further, the bonds which hold society to- 
gether would have been broken. As it is, they 
have received so severe a strain that it will be 
long before it recovers its equilibrium. What 
the particular acts or language may be on which 
the indictment will be fouuded we cannot say, 
but we have only to read the speeches delivered 
by the fiery demagogs at Gurteen to see that 
they have been given pleaty of rope.”
